Into France came the iuditiall woꝛkteman no whit in⸗ 
feriour toapelles, and toke the counterfeit of the Lode, 
with ſuch art and curioſitp, as it ſa med the heauens 
communicated their life giuing power vnto ia wotiing 
hand. And fozthwith he returned vnto his Lozd, who 
iudged the ſmal moment ol his tarying to be many peres, 
till ſuch time as he did ſe the faire fate of the Pzinceſſe, 
which was a newe intice ment to his pꝛepared heartzin 
ſuch ſo2zt, that what he thought would be a lightning oz 
caſe vnto him, fell out to be the increaſing of his gricke :

The Ring who knew how to entertaine 
and hononr ſuch; did lodge hun in the pallate which was 
the occaſion he often frequented tomy Lady and miſtreſſe 
and conferred with her publikelp, but neuer could haue 
oppoztunity in ſecret · Co be ſhaꝛt he gre we amoʒous ot 
her, with ſuch feruence, that he yelded him ſelfe to ſerue

Uncourtecus knight, befoze the King dooſt thou vie thys 
bolvnes, Didnot'Ifwzthwith ſtay fo2 the battell, 4 wold 
Siue ther the paiment that thy folly doth veſerne, 
The wꝛathkull king when he law his welbelousd Ne- 
phew lye along the ground, like a furie went again the

The Spaniſh Pzince was nothing nina athis dis 
uelich rage: but with two light leapes he put himſelfe, by 
bis well affedioned and new frend, leauing all that were 
pꝛeſent greatly amazed at his dexteritie. 

Then the King of France came betwene them: which 
Was the cauſe that this furious Giant did not there ende 
his life: and king Oriſteo tommaunded Partomio fa2th- 
with to bee armed, andhis Nephew alſo, who was then 
come tohimfſelfe, and ſeinghimſelfe in that caſe ; there 
was no Hircane Tige rs farte to bee compared onto hys:

n. The Pꝛinces humbled themſelues with ſuch grace, 


ſome what inclining, ſo that eaſily might bee ſcene theyꝛ 


gallant diſpoſition and demeanoz: but cſpecially p Spa⸗ 
niard: who was the gallanteſt knight in the woꝛld. Long 


communication they would not abide, till ſuch time as foz * 


the victozie they had done their beſt: therefoze they deſcen⸗ 
ded into the court, whereas they viewed their armcur, be⸗ 
cauſe no ouerſight ſhould appeate in them. When thys 
was done, (without putting their fate in ſtirrop) they lea⸗ 
ped on their well pzepared hozſes, making them gyue a 
thouſand cozuettoes, with ſs gallant a grace, that all ſay 
they were knights ol great woꝛth: and the eyes of the peo⸗ 
ple wer (ct vpon them with great content, but the incoun⸗ 
ter with lo valiant Enemies, thep that had beſt hope, ſom⸗ 
What doubted. 

The wozthie Spaniard did fürſt enter into the Lyſtes, 
and ſering that their Centraries were not come, hee wyth 
a lowd voyce ſapd. Myat, do they not come that withed 
we were moze ? it ſemeth ta mee that their woꝛkes are 
not agreeavie to their pꝛoud woꝛds, and J belceue they wil 
not do what they ſpeake: and if they durſt, 4 harblyiumas 
125 their furie being ſo great, they would thus lack their

Thereby was a Aniobt, no li ſſe buge of bodie than all 
e ſomething a kin te him, but at leaſt his eſpeciaill 
great frend, with whom he did communttate of his loues, 
92 (better to terme it) his fœliſi de tres, who ſayd: Pꝛo⸗ 
ceed not ſo foꝛ ward, fheutil adu ſed Knight, fo2 that ſhozt- 
ly thou ſhalt thinke this place to littie foz thee , when as 
thy hands mult be thy defence, and not thy tung.

Moe aunſwered not, fo2 that (with the ſwiftncſſeof an 
Eagle imbzacing his chieid) he lept into the Barke ol the 
Troyan ; who at his entrie with his Swozd in both his 
hands gaue him ſuch a blowe, that by reaſon hee was but 
young to receine ſuch buffets , it made his tert h chatter, 
one againſt another, till ſuch time, as he firmed himſelfe 
well, and made him readis (without dꝛa wing his \wozd) 
foz the battell? The Tropan was not a Knight foz to a[- 
ſault anie vpon aduantage: but ſceing that hee dzew not 
out his ſwoꝛd, he ſaid. What ſir night, wil ron conclude 
the battell without ſwozd? it ron had the weapon or the fu- 
ricus Achilles, it would be ſomewhat difficult,much moꝛe 
without it, and vou alſo being without experiente.

The Tropan was kindled like fire, and ſaid: Mell, 
loke to thy ſelfe pong knight, ſince it muſt be done with⸗ 

O Muſes, might ⁊ now wet my tongue in your ſacred 
Fountain, then ſhould J artificially declare the rigozouſ⸗ 
nes of this battell. Foz as though they had had words 
in their hands, oꝛ their hands had bin ſwoꝛds, they began 
to ſtrike in ſuch ſoꝛt, that quickly both the one and the o⸗ 
ther were aſſured of their aduerſarics ſtrength. But at 
the aſſault, foꝛ that the Moꝛe was ol bigger bodie than 


gicall helmet, beating out ſo manie ſparkles, as though it 
had been with his ſwozo, and made him fo decline on both 
his knees: but the Tropan roſe vp verie furioullp, and be⸗ 
ing nigh, he grapled with him, and in entring, he ſtroke 
him vpon the bꝛeaſt of the harneſle ſuch a blow with hys 
fiſt, that by reaſon the place is there moſt perillous foz his 
b2eath, it lacked but little that he had not ſtroken out hys 
like: and found time (by reaſon of his amazednes) to lap 
bis ſtrong hands on him with ſo great f22ce, that if he had 
wꝛeſted a little moꝛe to the left ſide, he had ouerthꝛowne 
him.

And ſees 
ing this battell was foz her, and the firſt that hee fought 
foz the reward ſo much expected, it was without compari⸗ 
ſon to remember the courage where with he executed it: 
which made the victozie to be doubtfull, and the Troyan 
amazed to ſcehow well his Contrarie defended himlelfe, 
and offended him. 

Being therefoꝛe aſhamed that one alone Pagan ſhould 
hold him ſo, be ſet vpon him, andfiroke him ſo ſfraunge a 
blow vpon the foꝛhead, that he made him to loſe the ſight 
of his eyes, where with he tlaſped him in his armes: but 
thereby the Wroyan could get nothing, foz that the Mone 
was bigger of bodie, and yonger, ſo that what the one did 
by dextertie and experience, the other did with youthfull 
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In this manner they came ſometimes abone and ſame- 
times vader inthe Boate, pꝛocuring on both parts fo cow 
clude the Battell: and it had been ended with both their 
deaths, if the Scythian Pzince had not put himſelfe bee 
twerne, and parted them to hears him ſpeake, knowing 
with himſelle that his Frend ſhould do much better with 
his ſwoꝛd.

J would be verie glad to do that which you demaund, but 
the one is contrarie tothe other, foz if J do not conclude 
this wap, J cannot lay hand on my ſwoꝛd: ſo that if cans 
not be otherwiſe, and there foꝛe pardon mee, who till now 


neuer denied anie thing that was requeſted of me. The 


pꝛince anſwered: 3 will giue a remedie fozthe ſame, if 
it be offence to none, and take your hazard vpon my ſelfe, 
Fam content ſaid the Moe, becauſe you ſhall perceiue 
that J will not refuſe to giue ou contentment: and how- 
ſoeuer it bee (beeing from hence) J will hold you foz my 
frend, foz that it ſcemeth to mee your wozthines and curte⸗ 
fe doth deſerue it. Let it be ſo anſwered Meridian, (being 
much pleaſed with the gentle anſwere of the Poze) and 
let vs goe the ther where your Ladie is, although it hinder 
vs of our tourney, and there we will condition with her, 
bow this battell ſhalbe concluded.

There they all imbꝛaſed the ont the other, and Roſi- 
cleer toke off his helme, and diſconered that deuine couns 


tenaunce, which was ſuch, that the Pooze ſaid: without 


all doubt, this knight is one of the Pꝛinces ot᷑ Gzeece, 02 
els Mars himſelfe, fo2 ſuch pꝛopoꝛtion and ſhe we of valour 
IJ know not who hath attained except it be thoſe , whoſe 
fame in all the wozld is in equall degree both fo2 fairenes 
and valoz. In me Sir knight(the pzince anſwered)is not 
that which pou ſpeake of, pet at leaſt haue good will 
(though J lacke fozce)toimploy it in pour ſeruice: and J 
am verie glad that this battaile remaineth ts dee pet deci⸗ 
ded, that we may reioyte cur ſelues in your companie, all 
the time that we ſhall ſpend till wee come thether.

J giue you great thankes gentle knight(anfwered the 
Pagan) fo the company you dos offer mee: foz although 
there is not in me any good part to deſerne it, yet there 
ſhall not lacke gratitude foʒ to at knowledge it in ſuch de⸗ 
gree as it is reaſon, And there with hes cauſed his Page 


and People foʒ to paſſe all into their ſhip: but the Damſet 


ſ:eing that if would ſome what diſturte her going into Ar- 
gentaria in time of ſo great nete ſlitie, ſaid that ſhee would 
depart andfake her iozney towards Greece, fa that it ſhe 


Gould tarrę ſolong, ſhe ſhould fal into rebuke. The which 


lhe would haue done, ifthe Tropan Oriſtides had not ſtap⸗ 
ed her, and told her in ſecret that there was Roſicleer the 
Pꝛince ofGreece(wherofſhe was verie glad, that ſhe had 
ſo good ſucteſſe ) and aduiſed her to hald her peate and bee 
Till till ye told her moze ; fo therewith ſhee was quieted 
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and put a fardlo which ſhe bꝛought with her into the boat, 
the which (with the ſwiktnes accuſtomed) began to naui⸗ 
gate the right way to Argentariz.

trauelled, andpaſed away the loathſome and wearie na⸗ 
uigation, till the fourth day that the Barke artiued at a 
fceſh and delightfull Countrie, which gaus great content 
vntothe P2inces, foz that they were weariedwith the ſea, 
Foathwith they diſumbarked their hozſes, and a paſfry foz 
the Damſell, who was. very topfull to goe in campanie 
with ſuchknights She went with her faceceuered, and 
the knightes: with their viſ22s open vppon their mightie 
hozſes,fhey being ſo. gallant and the Sunne ſhining on 
their rich armour, it was a heauenly thing to behold them, 
aͤnd the ſight thereof did daſell the eyes of the Behold- 
ers. T hey commandedthem that had the gouernment of 
their barke to Cay fo2 them: ſo they began to trauell, re⸗ 
ceiuing great content to ſe the freſhnes of the Countrie. 
The furious Pagan ifany occafion ſhould bee offered of 
aſſalt foz himſelfe, bzoke downe halfe an oake,and laying 
it vpon his ſhoulder hee beganne to trauell withit, that it

Being departed from them; the thꝛes frendes a nee

In this ſozt they croſſad the Campe, leauing dead and e⸗ 
ll wounded, moze than thꝛee hundzed men, befides the 
paincipalls of the Councelt of warre. Thoſe were they, 
which the pagan King greuedmotT to loſe, And when he 
came vnto himſelfe (as a man out of his wits) hee vegan 
to make a noyſe, reuiling and fozſaking his falſe Gods, 
and entring into the rome whereas they were, hee ſayd? 
Now you cuill Gods, may vou ſceke thoſe knights tha? fa⸗ 
your vou, in whom you haue put ſo much power, and be⸗ 
gan with a club to beate his poze Gods, paping them that 
which he deſerued.

Which had 
benno ſmal aduantage: but pet his frends did ſtay him, 
ſaying ; that the next day he ſhould not lacke occaſion fo: 
the ſame. With this the cholericke Youth was pacified 
and entertained the Captaine of the people verie curte- 
ouſly, and he them likewiſe, e guided them vnts the pal⸗ 
lace, whereas the Kings did farrie fozthem, and the gal- 
lant Elora. The heroycal Tharſian was imagining what 
to da, t doubted he had done litle in her ſeruice that night 
in that he had left him aline, that indged himſelfe wozthie 
to deſerne her: pet fa; al this he encouraged himſe le, and 
purpoſed nat to be knowne, till hee had cuertome that fu⸗ 
rious Giant, and pꝛeſented his head to his Ladie.

The valiant Tharſtan ſ&ing that it was the firſt lance 
that he ran with in all his life, and beeingalſobefoze hys 
faire Miſtres, hee commended himſelfe' to Mahomet faz 
belpe, and incountred the fierce Giant with ſuch a blow, 
that with atruncheon of the launce in his bzeaſt, he made 
him fall to the ground, ſo that hee mwued neither hand oz 
fote, with ſo great wonder vnto them that were pzeſent, 


that they fozgot the wondzous blowe that was giuen by 


the warlike Gzecian: who (as though the faire Oliuia 


hee made him to fall ouer the hozſe crupper, pearced tho- 
rough and thozough : and he was incountred in ſuch ſozt, 


that it made him ſtagger in the ſaddle, and the Tharſtan 


failed his ſtirrops with his ſtreng incounter: but in reco⸗ 
uering himſelfe, hee ſtaped to behold with what gallant⸗ 
nes the Gzecian returned, moꝛe eſtceming him then than 
he did befoze.

The two Giants ſeeing their companions on þ ground 
at one blow, without keeping the law of Knighthod,came 
with their ſpeares toincounter the two god Frends, who 
did abide them without anie feare, the one with his new 
ſwozd, and the other with his mate.

SomWhatmeoze did the P:inccs ſhow themſelues, foz 


that the Tharſian (with his heauie mace) reached on the 
helme ot his Enemie ſuch a blow, that hee made him dc- 
cline his head to the ſaddle bow, andcomming with anos 
ther, if he had hit him full on the head, he had onerthzown 
him: pet (fo2 all that) he gaue him ſuch a blow vppon the 
ſhouider, that (with verie greefe) he could no moze moue 
his ſhield arme. But the Giaunt (roaring like a Bull) 
ſtroke (ach a blow, that (lighting vppon the Tharſtans 
helme) it made him fall vpon his hozſe necke without a⸗ 
nie ſenſe, and it ſeemed that he was dead, ſoz that his hezſe 
carried him about the field, till hee came vnto the place 
whereas the firſt fierce Giant lay aſfonied wyth bes in⸗ 
counter, 
The Giant being now come fo himſelfe, aroſe bp, and 
ſzinghis moꝛtall Enemie in that ſozt, hee aſſayed foz to 
take him in his armes: and he had done it, if at that time 
the Loner of Floralinda had not come, who ſeeing the vn⸗ 
curteous dealing of the Otaunts, (hauing a god hozſe) 
came af ſach time as this wzetch was laying hold of the 
Paince, and gaue him ſuch athzulf with the bꝛeaſt of his 
hoꝛle, that the vnweeldie Panlter fell downe vppon the 
ground. 
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A will pꝛocure to execute it, and therwithhe leapt as ſwift

- Now was the ceuragious Pouth come vnto bimſelfe, 


_andacknowtedginghiseſtate, he humbled himſelfe to the 
P zinte foz his apd and ſuccour, and therewithhee lift vp 


his mace, and went to the other Grant, who came and re⸗ 


ceiued him with his fauchion aloft: but this beloued vont 


did execute his blow in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he made his bzaines 
flpe cut of the ſcull, and ou rthꝛew the Giant to p ground. 


And when he ſaw that the @cythian pzince wauld alight. 


from his heꝛſe, he came to him and ſaid: UWozthie knight, 
let this reuengement be mine, foꝛ that if toucheth me, and 


as an Eagle vpon her pꝛay: which cauſed all that were 
in the Cittis to maruell, and like wiſe his Ladie, who re⸗ 
membzed her Liſarte, and pꝛaye d Gad that he were one of 
tots Knights. 

The Oꝛeeke pꝛince vſed his aduerſarie inſachſozt, that 
be could not rule his ſwoꝛd: which being perceiued of the 
pꝛince, ge cloſed with dim, and caugyt hold on his healme 
with ſo great quicknes andſtrength. that he pulled it off, 


and ſtr e him withail fxch a blow, that hee onerthzew 


him at his hozſe fte. By which tine, the Tharſtan had 
cutoff the head of his Enemie, with great content vato 
them al, and pꝛaiſed the we whenthep ſaw him mount 
on his hozſe without putting his fot into the ſtirtop.TMith 
manie requeſts ge toke the ſpeare of the Tropan, who let 
him haue it being ne affeded to the viliantnesof the 
Pouth. 

At this time came foꝛth the font Arlante, Caping: 
Come fo me all pee weake knights, foz of pou all J pure 
pole totake reuengement. 

The woꝛzthie pꝛince of Tharſus put himſelfe firſt foz- 
wards, and ſaid: Stay pꝛoud king, thou ſhait perceaue 
that thou dealeli not with knights which do vie to com- 
bat with anie ſuch aduantage: foz euerie one of himſeife 
is ſufficient (by the helpe of the immoꝛtall Gods) to make 
amaze miſchapen wight than thou ſweat dzops of blous, 


and 


that which thou _ — in that thounrt ſoangry 
with that :nightthat ſroket 36 
way thy weapon, lwke vpon him fon Jaw he, ans if thou 
wilt aſſure me from thy other knights, J will make equal 
battaute with thee, with condition, that if 3-onercome 
thee, thou chalt ſwzthwith ratte thy ſridge, and if tbouo⸗ 
uercomeſt me vs thou thy will on mee, and my compani- 
ons ſhall returne to the Citty, and thou ſhalt haue tune to 
doe that which thou dosſt intend. Well ſaid Arlante, 3 
would that Mars himſelle would come to help ther, and pet 
fo2 al: that x ſhoulde not thinke my ſeite reuenged: and 
turning about his hozſe he would haue aſſalted bim. But 
the gentle Lilarte ſapd, ſtaꝝ Bing, ſos firſt J will give 
them to underſtand, to whome my heart is bound af this 
battaile that I ſummond, fo21f J had the libertie as thon 
halt, J would make an end of it foozthwith, but thou 
mulk giue mee ſuretics fo; thy wozd, and ſweare befo2e 
"ou that thou wilt accompliſh, it and I will doe the 
ikke. 
Thou makeft mauy excuſes ſaid thee Pagan, and 
x bele&ne thou daft it becauſe thou wilt not perfozme 

The gallant Louer was much vercdthereat,and ther⸗ 
foꝛe requeſted the Tropan to goe and make the Rings ac- 
quainted of this agreement: but they would not content 
thereunto, fo that it ſerned they were ſomewhat wearied 
of — 8 bates wozke, whereat the two Knights receined 
gre&fe. 

But ſecing i cauld not be otherwile, the Giantretur- 
nedto his Campe blaſpheming his Gads:and our knight 
with his companions, went into the Citty wpereas the 
Eings came f@zth.tomete and receiue them, where 


palled between them many E

fo auoyde tediouſnes I doe let paſſe, neither what the frue 
Louer felt when hee was be foze his Flora, who rece iued 
them with ſo great iop and content: but pet they woulve 
not pull off their helmes till the battell was ended. So 
they went to take their reit, tarrying till the mezning, al 
paying vnto God fo gine them victozie againſt ſo great 
an enemy. 

Uhen as the gallant Tytan had left the moꝛning com» 
fozted,and went to 1 hetic h with new ſhewes offairenes, 
theſe foure warlike vouthes, being armed with their ſhy⸗ 
ning armour, went fozth into the Market place of their 
Cittie, whereas the Ringes and knightes did abide their 
comming , anddid beare them tompanp vnto the bzidge, 
leauing the Pzinceſſe with a thouſand ſuſpitions in her 
louing imagination, whether hee that put himſelfe in fo 
great perill and danger, were the knight whome ſhe had 
pꝛinted in her heart, oꝛ not: yet foztogine them content 
and ſhew fwꝛth her gallantnes, he apparelled her ſelfe al 
in blew, wzoughyt vpon Salamander ſkins, then bein Camas 

np bzight ſhining Carbunkelles , embꝛopdzed thereon 
with diuers Laces of her owne hayꝛe ( which wee may e⸗ 
quall with the thꝛids of gold which the Nimphes of Arca- 

dia did ſpinne) he made a ſightly garland, with fo ſtrange 
kinde of working, that J knowe not what Artiſt could es 
quall it. Shee greatly contenfed her Louer in ſending 
him a Beuer ofblew,like vnto her garment, by her dams 
ſel, who ſaid vnto him with great curteſie,Sir knight my 
Miſtreſſe the Pzinceſſe Flora commends her vnto you, 
and foꝛ that you doe goe fo make batfailefoz her, defires 
that you would vowehſafe to carrie this fagour , foz ſhes 
cannot as ſhe would helpe pou with moꝛe than with this. 

The loued Tharſian anſwered, faire Damſell ſay vnto 
your Miſtreſſe the pꝛince ſſe, Þ he which ſo long time palt 
doth liue bound to her perpetuall ſernice,hath little neede 

ol ſuch curtiſle, but being incouraged by her giſt to pꝛeſent 
her the head of the King of Cilicia in CR 2 the 
euer,

king it to ſonnd thꝛeughout all the Tampe, to aduiſe the

And there with thee went vnto the windowe withher 
Damiels to ſg the battaile, with moze fearefull care then 
euer ſhee hadtil that time, curſing a thouſand times that 
Giant, that had done them ſo great wꝛong, till ſuch time 

as ſhe did ſ& comming her welbeloued Louer, who was 
the iopłulleſt man in all the wozld,, foz the fauour. which 
the Pꝛinceſſe had ſent him. And when bee paſſed by the 
window, he did obeyſanceand made his great ho;ſe to vow 
his knees with ſuch a grace, that made all the Ladies 


much affected to him, to ſee his gallant demeanare, At his 


entring into the field , hee put foz iudge on his part „ the 
Kings bother and his Bonne, vnto whome he had giuen 
libertie, and cauſed all the armybe in a readineſſe it᷑ need 
required, 

The gallant Tharfian put his hozne to his month,mas 


King of his comming, who came armed with his accuſto- 
med armaur, ſauing that on his chield there was a Ser⸗ 
pent car r ping in his clawes a Lady which he toke from a. 
an crowned ty * — this np

This valiant youth did well vnderltand fo what ende 
de hadth t deniſe, andfoz that the poſſeſſion of her ſhouldo 
bee gotten by ſcrength ot arme, and not with reaſoning 


in him RE pzofefleth tobe aſeruer of ladies to be — 
ud 


ing foz ſuch a Lady J atcouat my death happie. And ther ⸗ 


%s he came nigh him he ſaid: Giant it ſoemeth guiltines

And hauing ſuch confidence in your ſtrength, . you might 
. ſooner and aſſured pour happines with my 
deat 

And now ſeeing there is no moꝛe to doe, becauſe thou 
ſhalt vnderſtand how little 3 effeme ther, theſe knights 
ſhall be witneſſes and iudges on my part, whome J com⸗ 
maund, that ifthe Gods being enntous at me, do help ther, 
that they raiſe the fiedge. 

The couragions Pꝛince ok Tharſis, looked fo2 no other 


thing, but turning about his hoꝛſe, hee behelde his Flora, 


from whence he knewſhuld come his courage © ffrength, 
and pzepared his ſpeare againſt the Pagan,who ewe 
came againſt him. 

Now haue 3 good occaſion diſcreet Thalia, fo haue my 
rude tongue fo2ged,fo2 that it is ſo blunt, that Jbelcene 7 
cannot ſhew how theſe valiaunt Pagans, incountered 
inthe middeft oftheir ſwift courſe, with ſo great fozte, that 
Mars himſelf would haue doubfed to haue met with them: 
and foz that they were both ſteong, without any mouing 
in their ſaddles, they both paſſed the one by the other vp- 
right without receiuing any hurt, making the ſhiners of 
their ſpeares ſwift meſſengers of their ſtrengths. At ons 
time they returned with their heauy Maces, ſettling ſuch 
blowes that both of them gane ſhewe of their valozs, 
and fell both vpon the pommels of their Saddles as dead 
men, and their hoꝛſes carried them about the field, til ſuch 
time as the T harſian came vnto himſelfe, and like a Lion 
he went againſt his enemy, with his vttermoſt ſtrength, 
and befozec that hee recouered himſelfe from that troubls⸗ 
ſome blowe, he gane him another vpon his ſhield ſo great 
that it ſounded as though he had ſtroke vpon a bell, bzea⸗ 
king it all to pœtes in his hand. Who feeing that it was 
not foz defence he let it fall, and aſſalted the Tharſian with 
fozce,and with bath his hands ſettled ſuch avivw vpon his 


ſhield, that he made it torecoyleon his beaſt, that almoſt 


withthegreat paine hee was without {:nſe „ und —

reach him but with his armes, and let fall that heaup 


of the Myrrour of Knighthood. 
withall ſtaggred in his ſaddle, but recouered it, it was the 
occaſion that he was wholy kindled in quicke choler, and 


ſtroke ſo thicke vpon the cruell Pagan that hee ſeemed to 


grinde and bꝛuſe both bones and fleſh, entring and going 
backe with ſuch dexterity, that ail who did be hold the bat⸗ 
taile greatly maruelled, that they ſo long endured in equal 
degree, without acknowledging any bettering betweene 
them. 

But ſhe who receiued moſt blows was the faire 


Hora, who ſeeing her Bnight befoze ſuchanenemy, and 


thinking him to be the ſame he was, her tolaur went and 
came in her face diuers times, ſhe wing ſadnes at euerie 
blow which her knight receined% which were ſuch and ſo 
maͤnꝑ, that it ſhe had not beene the reward of the battaile, 
be could not haue ſuſtained them: but reinfozcing his cous 
rage, hee gaue ſuch a blowe on the left ide of his enemies 


helme, that it lacked little to haue cuerth2owne him from 


his hoꝛſe, and made him to giue a fearefull ſhatcke. with 
the griefe thereof. 


The fariousGiant did returne him an anſwere in ſuch 


ſo;t, that it ſeemed to diſquiet him, it was ſo cruell: there 
anew began their furious com bate, ſo that it ſœmed all the 
ſeruants ol Cyclopian Vulcan were there iopned together. 
The bꝛaue Pagan did lift vp his Mace and went to the 
gentle Louer, who withſtod him, and put himſelf ſo much 
fozwards at the recctuing ofthe blowe, that hee could not 


weapon with the ſtrength of the blowe, leauing the pooze 
knight that he ſeemed as though he had been ſtonned, and 
being ſo nigh, the King ſawe hee could not hurt him with 
weapon, he lapd hands on him, and griped him in ſuch ſozt 
that hee made him to doe the like, whereas was ſeene a 
gallant wzaſtling, and by reaſon they were both of great 


fozce,the one could not reconer of the other any aduantage 


but were fo2cing each other with the contention of their

knees. They were hut moꝛtall, and fo ſhewe they were 
ſuch it was not much after fouce houres battaile, ſo well 
fought that Mars wouln haue bin wearp) that they lwſed 
ont from the other, and bꝛeathed a while: then taking a- 
gaine their Maceg, they began to lay on without any pit ⸗ 
tie, pꝛoturing the ſy@diefſt way they could ouercome: it 
chaunced that the Tharſian did twke vp to the windows 
Where as his Kavp was, and ſæing that ſhee firred not, 
leaning with her cheeke on ber hand, hee thought it was 
becanſe ſh*ſ\:we2 in dim ſome weaknes: where with hee 
pꝛeſſed to his enemy, and ſtroke him von the helme ſuch 
a blow that he voyded bloud at his mouth, and fel vpon his 
ſaddle bowe.Euerie one thought he had been dead fo2 that 
they ſaw his hozſe carry him about the field: but within a 
While he came to himſelf, without compsriſon much moꝛe 
malitieus then the angry Uiper in the ſandy Libia, and 
with both his handes he gaue an anſwere to his contrarp 
fo rigozouſly, that hanging down his armes and vopding 
bloud, it made him in that ſtate that his hoꝛſe carried him 
towards the window wheras the Pzincefſe was, who fe 
ing hecLoner in that caſe, her heart would not ſuffer her 
to ſeæ ſo heaup a ſi ght, vut ſhe turned her back, at ſach time 
asthe greeued youth came vnto bimſelke, and leeing the 
backe of his Flora, conſtdering from whence it did pꝛocæd, 
he pꝛicked ſozth his great hoꝛſe, and aſſalted the Pagan, 
and rapſing himſelfe in his ſtirrops, with both his hands 
he gaue him ſuch a blowe vpon the creſt of his helme, that 
be buckicd it vnto his head, where with he had a great fal 
to the ground with ſo great gricfe vnto his people, that it 
fozced them againſf reaſon , and without conſidering 
What their Lo20had commaunded, truſting in their great 
multitude, to gine an aſſalt, ſaping: Strike downe and 
make dye that cull knight that hath llaine our Lozd: but 
that inconraging was fo their hurt and damage, fo y the 
baltant louer ſœing them to be a vile kind of people, retur⸗ 
ned to them ſo rigozonlly , chat quickly hee made a bzoad

way whereas he went. Thoſe ofthe Cittie were not foz? 
getful, nozthe valiant Pzinces,fs2 in a moment they ope⸗ 
ned the gates ol the Titty, where out came all the knights, 
and beſoze them the thzeꝛ pillers of Unightheod, and ſet 
vpon their enemies ( who were without Ca ptaine ) inas 
king great laughter, wounding and killing with ſuch 
foce,that quickly the field was witnes of their crueltte, 
all to beſpzinckled with Cilician bleud, and in ſuchſozte 
they did pꝛeſſe them, that at the cuening they had almoſt 
none to fight with, & followed the chace vnfo the ſeaſide: 
there it was that the Argentarians, did molt at their con⸗ 
tent make reuzngement, and remained rich with tie 
ſpoiles foꝛ many veres: and being honoꝛed fo euer, thep 
returacd to their C itty with little loſſe: yet they ſle w that 
day moze then thirty thouſand men, befides a great num 
ber ofcaptiues, They were all amazed to ſe the Knightly 
derds ofRoticleer, whome they eſtemed in equall degrer 
with Mars. The kings receiued them all with that con⸗ 
tent, as they were wont to receiue ſuch as were vicozs, 
increaſing moze their ioy withthe hope they had to know 
what they were, who ſaid that it ſhould be done in the pal- 
lace. Then the gentle Liſarte cauſed to cut off the Pagans 
head, and made his Page to keep it til he came at the Pals 
lace, whither they went. And being all ſet do won, the vali⸗ 
ant Tharſtan roſe vp, c with the head in his hand, went e 
kneeled down befoze his Lady, who was theioyſulleſt wa- 
man in the wozld, ſaying. Sir night, Iupiter reward pou 
foʒ that vou haue done thts day foꝛ me : foz me to reward 
you J will not binde my ſelfe thereunfo,neither doe J be-

Jam therewſth content fire Pꝛinceſſe, ſald Liſarte moze

This gallant Liſarte When hee ſawe his foztume care, 
turned to his new and welbeloued ſpouſe, and laid fo2that 
wozthy Pꝛinceſſe peu ſhall bee moze certified of my firm- 
nes, and with what truth you are eſtæmed: J haue tarried 
vnto this time, foꝛ to haue you girt me with my ſwozd,al- 
though this Knight pointing tothe Tropan) gaue me the 
oꝛder of knight#o5:; hee would not, neither Imp ſelke 
would ſuffer it, but at your hatid: yet fozthwith J defied 
him to moꝛtall battaile.

What comfo2tev, and diſſembled the greefe that ſheſuffced 
fo2 his abſence, and receiued content to ſe the Juſtes and 
Toꝛnapes that were made foꝛ her ſake, 

Then flouriſhed Kaighthov in that Court moze than 
in anie in all the woꝛld: the occaſion was, that the king 
did intreate Strangers verie well, in giuing henour vn⸗ 
to thoſe that de ſeruꝛd, lodging them within his Pallace: 
inſomuch that all the Court was full of Rnigbtes, who 
came at the fame and repozt of thaſs Triumphs, and to 
behold the faire Griſalinda. 

They whoſhewed themſclues moll excellent, were the 
 Pzinces of Geneva: and of Claramonte, the laſt be ing a 
rough youth, and verie amoꝛous of the Geneua pzinces ſts 
ter, that was incompanie with Griſalinda. alſo the Dake 
ok Pera, all valiant Knights. But aboue all fo2 bzauerie 
was the couragious Duke of Soma, a pong night and a

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other. She was verie faire, and called Liciana,nothing 
a gretued to be beloued of ſuch a knight, making ſhew of 
her affection vpon all occaſions. Co this great Court did 
the pꝛince of Phrigia tome, being a vong xnight c of great 


 Drength: who trauelling to ſteke aduentures, heard of 


triumphs, and purpoſed to ſhew his Knighthod, The⸗ 
ther came alſo the King of Carthage, called Pontenio, a4 
valiant Youth, and of the race of Giants. The pzince 
Riendarte of Phrygia, when hee ſaw the great beautie of 
the pꝛince ſſe, affected her entpꝛelr, but diſſe mbled it till he 
had made ſhe w ol his perſon, 

The Chailengers were the Dukes of Soma and Pera, 
and great pꝛizes were ozdatnedby the ing, to be giuen to 
the beſt Deſeruer. The Juſtes were oꝛdained ts begin 
the firſt or May, and end at Pidſammer, by which time 
they expected the pzince Clauerindoes comming. 

When the appointed time was tome, it ſeemed that Pa- 
ris was a celeſtiall Cittie, ſo much and ſo excelent muſike 
was heard therein. The ſame daye tarlp the Ring bany 
quetted all the pzinces, that they might haue time fo2 the 
Juſtes: which banquefended, the Challengers armed 
themſelues, and came fwzthconfozmable to their eſtates, 
Both had greene armour full of Flower de Luces, ę mas 
nie pꝛecious ſtones amongſt them, with their cappariſons 
of the ſame: each had to attend them fiftie pages in green 
veluet, cut vpon gold Tinſell. In their ſhields was all 
their difference: the Duke of Soma fozthat he lined bels- 
ued, hadon his ſhield his Ladie painted, with a crowne of 
fragrant lillies on her bead, andthis polie fo; the bozder,

thzew the Frenchman with a great fall vnto the ground. 
Then they greatly eſteemed the Duke of Soma, foz that 
the French Knight was knewen to be valiant, Then 
came fw2th a Spaniſh Knight, called the tout Salandrio, 
who claſping well his legs, went againſt his Contrarie, 

where they made terrible encounters: the Spaniard loſt 
his reynes, which was the occaſion foz them that knew 
him. the moze foeſteme the Duke of Soma. {hey reto⸗ 


nered each ol them again a great ſpeare, and with double 


courage aſſaulted one the other, that the people were all 
in doubt, till that in the midſt of their courſe they incoun⸗ 
fred in ſuch ſozt, that the ſtrong Spaniard loft his ſaddle, 
andthe wann e ſtirrops: yet in recouering, bie 


leapt vp on his hozſe againe verie lightly , giuing great 
tontent vnto his Ladie, who was iopfull of that which 
her gallant night had done. She was talking with the 
faire Oroſia, who was deſirous to ſee what her Pzince 
could do,

Ok this Moe ſpeaketh Artemidoro, who made pꝛo⸗ 
mile vnto his Ladie, to trauell in the wozld two yeresin 
pꝛaiſe of her beautie, and fo carie to Carthage al y names 
ol them he ſhould ouercome, where ſhe remained all the 
time that he trauꝛlled in perkoꝛming that rigoꝛous t hard 
pꝛomiſe. And fo2 that he was abſent, hee woze his armoz 
of that colour, and on his ſhield the picture of Faith pla⸗ 


ted in the heauens, with r poſte. 


More than humane is thy hope, 
my aſſurance is duine: 

Faith and vowes in heauen are fixt, 

Thine am, and thou art mine. 


This Ringly Poze tauſed much expectation of vali- 
antnes at fight of his perſon: who entring the Lyſt toke 
a great ſpeare, and ſpurring his ſterce hoꝛſe, they came & 
made their encounter in the midſt of their courſe, with ſo 
mightie blowes, that the Poze paſſed fozwards vpzight, 
without anie ſtaggering, which made them all glad: but 
he ot Pera made a little mouing in his ſaddle, Fozths 
with they foke other ſpeares, and with double courage 
they made their encounter, in ſuch ſozt that p Duke came 
to the ground, the gyꝛths bꝛoken, and the ſaddle between 
his legs, whereunto was attributed his fall. The Moe 
croſſed to the counter lpſt, his hoꝛſe donbling vnder hym, 
bathe recouered him verie lightly. The Duke put the 
fault in the gyꝛths, and would haue returned to the juſt a⸗ 
gaine, whereuppon they had like to haue come together, 
till arg time as the Judges did determine that it was an 
duer⸗

guerthzow. Then did they ſound an infinite number of 


inſtruments, and (being afwte) the Mo zc mounted on his 


hoz(s without putting ante fote in ſkirrop. 
There hee did tarrie the comming forth of the other 
Maintainer of the Wyſts: who ca me foꝛth with ſo much 
cholar, that all food ſtill to behold him: and not without 
ju tothe faire Liciana, fearing to ſ@himin ſome 
per 
They encountred with the ſwiftnes of their hoꝛſes, E 
iopned ſhiuering their ſpeares info ſmall ſplinters, ⁊ paſ- 
ſed by well ſetled. Other ſpeares thep tooke, and dyd the 
like, till ſuch time as the Booze being angrie at ſo much 
delay, choſe a great ſpeare, and incounfered the couragi⸗ 
ous Duke ſo ſtrongly, that it did not pꝛoſite him fo be bes 
louedo2 amoꝛous, but he mult come to the ground: nep⸗ 


ther went the Pagan free, but recetued one of the greateſt 


encounters that euer he ſuſtained in all his life, ſo that if 


he had not embzaced his hozſes necke, he had falne alwell 


as the Duke did. But in ſetling himſelke, he began to do 
manie gallant trickes in the field, at the ſounding of the 
inſtruments. 

In ſuch ſoꝛt he bebaued himſelfe, that betoꝛt euening 
he ouerthꝛe w to the ground moꝛe than thirtie well appꝛw⸗ 
ued nights, whereby hee was eſteemed to bee one of the 
molt valianteſt knights in all the wozlv. And foz that it 
was verie late, there was not ante Pzince of wozthines 
92 eſtimation, that would make pale of his valoz till the 
next dap. 


With great care was the diſcreet Alciſa all that daye as 
bout that which ſhe had pꝛomiſed vnto the Pzinceſſe Gri- 
ſalinda, and foz to put it in e ffed, ſhe intended the next day 
to goe fozth'vnto the place appointed between her andthe 
frendly knights. Who (ſo ſone as they were foꝛth ofthe 
Cittie) went with their Pages into the wod to reſt thems 

ſelues, whereas befoze * did eate. 
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Che night being well ſpent, they returned vnto p Cit⸗ 
tie, and lighten at a houſe, whereas they left theyꝛ hozſes 
in god oder: ſo they pulled off their helmes, and wyth 
their ſtrong habergins whichthey woze and their \wozds 
they went fozthto walk: and foz that there was ſo much 
people, they were not loked at, neither their entring into 
the Pallace marked, whereas the bꝛaue Þpaniard con- 
tented himſelfe with the ſight of his Ladie and Miſtres, 


and bnderſtod the ſacceſſe of the Juſtes, with purpoſe to 


returne thether within two dapes. At their comming in 
the talles were taken vp, which was the occaſion, that 
they might at eaſe content theſelues in the ſight of the la⸗ 
dies, foz that the king did admit Dauncing that Night. 
They being there in this ſoꝛt, the Bing of Carthage entes 
red, and foz that the knights did not giue him way at the 
firſt, he being ſomwhat pzowd (which obſcured his dceds) 
he ſaid; Do you not ſe knights who entreth, fo2 to ſhe w 
the curteſie that becomes ye, The Spaniard was gentle 
by nature, but being in high andlouely imaginations, he 
anſwered ; And thou knight, indued moze with pꝛide than 
god manners, dot not thou ſee vs that are here,anvaſke 
licenſe fo2 to come in. The Moe would not indure that 


anſwere euen of Mars himſelfe: and therwith layed hand 


on his ſwoꝛd, as alſo dis the 02 foure of his knights that 
came with him, But when the Dacian did ſee that all the 
mirth was turned vpſide downe, he quickly made a large 
wap, foʒ that at two blowes he euerthzew two dead to the 
ground, and receuered the doze, becauſe they ſhould not 
be compaſſedabouf, The Spantard who was verie deſt- 
rous the Carthaginian, reached him a little blow on the 
bead, which was the occaſion that all the kings Guard 
were in an vpꝛoare. The which theſe two Frends ſeeing 
with a trice they were in the Court vard: and making ſo 


god ſhift as they could, they left ſixe dead, and ſo went tos 


wards their lodging, til ſuch time as the people in the pal⸗

armour cf an cuiil coloured peolow, but in riches verpe 
ſtrange. All the buttons and wozkes were of white and 
red, which in the Sunne ſhowed gallantlp, and could not 
be well diſcerned foz the rich ſtones it hav, There was a 
Groue paintedon his ſhield, out of the which came foꝛth a 
Ladie withaſwozdin her thogh ſhe wold wound 
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a Knight who was on his knees befoze her, ſhowing hys 
beart, with this Embleme, | 


If thou wilt ſmite, behold my hart: 
Be kinde, or kill; deach eaſeth ſmart. 


His Companion (who ſhe wed no leſſe grace and gal- 
lantnes than the firſt) was armed in armour quartered 
like a cheſſe with blue and gold: there was ſet about the 
quarters diuers kinds ot pzecious ſtones, and all yioints 
were lion ta wonep, and on his ſhield a ſhining heauen, £ 
in the middeſt a Pellican, cheriching her birds with her 
owne blod, hauing this Potts. 


Open thy breaſt, thou gentle Pellican, 
And change weharts : els dyes a fainting man. 


Theſe gallantKnights at their entrie gaue great hope: 
who crolſing p place with their ſpe ares tipped with ſharp 
and bzight ſteele, rid till they came to the galleries, wher⸗ 
as the Pzinccſſe was, who was feeding her fight weth 
that ioptull obied. Unto whom, the two Knights (when 
they paſſed by) did their obeyſance with a ſourreigne gals 
lantnes: whereat the Ladies did ſome what raiſe them⸗ 
ſelues from their ſeates. The diſcreet Alciſa did very wel 
know them foz that the ſaw them armed in the Foꝛreſt: 
and now hauing occaſion to ſpeake foz her Knightes, foz 
that the paſſionated Pzinceſſe did aſke her if ſhee knewe 
them 2 ſhe anſwered: Madam, J do know them : foꝛ he 
with the Pellican is that happie Knight of the blacke ar⸗ 
mour, to whom are due all god aduentures in the wozld, 
and whom ofright Jam bound fo ſcrne, foz that he did not 
onelp deliuer me yeſterday from death, but did alſs de fend 
my honour from feure rude knights that were defirons to

the Pwozerefourned moze furious than a lyon, hee made

All remained greatly delighted with the Deulte on his 
ſhield, as wel as at his gallant diſpoſition ; fozin ho wing 
it he put himſelts to encounter with the Dacian, parting 
the one from the other with the lightnes of their hozſes, E 
meeting in the middeſt of their courſe, they gaue heauie 
blowes, but they paſſed with great ſwiftknes without anie 
mouing: the like hapned at the ſecondand third courſes, 
Then taking new launces, they encountred ſo ftronglye, 
that their ſpeares with a thouſand ſhiuers flew into the 
ay2e, and they meeting together with their hozſes, it ſeems 
ed as though a great houſe had fallen downe, And by rea⸗ 
ſon that þ ſtrength of the pꝛinces hozſe was ſo great, there

you choꝛtly foz all your diſdaine. We haue had manie a⸗ 
mon lt vs that haue today abhozred loues lawes, and to 
mozrow repented if, accuſing their raſhnes,and aeknow⸗ 
ledging the ſame, as to a Pzince, to whom now they pay 
iuſt tribute.

Dur valiant Andronio, re- 
doubled an other on the defozmed knight, which lighted 
on a Target of fine ſteele which he had foz a ſhield, which 
being done with great cholar , he ſaw him to ſtep backe 
th:e& oz foure paces,wherwith he entred after him,think- 
ing all had been ended: but in amoment befoze hee could 
enter into the Ship of his contrarie, he was with a ſharp 
aſſalt diſturbed by the great night, whofiroke him vp- 
on the ſhield; and aifhoughit could not enterbyreaſon of 
the Magicall temper, yet he dzoue it to his helme, with ſa 
great fozce that it made him not onelp to loſe that which 
he had got, buf all his ſtanding by the fo2ce of the blowe, 
where with began ſuch a battaile that it ſemed to bee of 
mane ntbze Knights, Thoſe: on the Tartares ſide did 
well defendthemſelues, and offended their contraries: 
but whenthe ſecond ſhip came and booꝛded her on the o⸗ 
ther ſide,if was cauſe that the curteous Andronioleftthe 
batfell with the other, and ſupplyed the greater neceſſity, 
and did great wonders, foz whereas he went hee made a 
bꝛoad way among them that were ſo bolde in troopes to 
enter into his ſhip.truſting in their ſtrengths becauſe they 
were ſo many. There he found the lacke of help that his 
good frends had done ſoꝛ him, and was aſſured il they had 
berne there, thoſe people had been but a few to haue with⸗ 
ſtodtheir fozces. Likewiſe it grieued him to ſee the wes 
ping Pꝛinceſſe with her Sonne in her armes from vnder 
batches, beholding the bloudy battel, committing all her 
thar ge vnto the high maker of all the woꝛld, and that hee 
would not permit the lofſe of her huſband befoze he wers 
Baptized, which he * ſo 3 pꝛomiſed to *

At that time the afflicted Lady did le, that thepentred 
into the ſhip in th2& other places, that ſhe could ſcarte ſuf- 
fer ſo hozrible a ſpedacle, and the moe when as the great 
Lnight with a light leape entred the ſhip,crying victozie, 
with the loſſe of many lines, whome hee onerthzew with 
his ſenceleſſe blowes, all which went vnto the heart of 
the fearefull Pzincelſe. At the buſtling andnoiſe which 
the Pagan made, the curtedus Tartare teturned that 


wap which he came with his ſwozd coloured in loud, and 


aſſalting him ſaid, Oh vnſatlable furie of Hircania, w'zen 
wilt thou conclude thy v1tamed furie: and with his (wozd 
he ſtroke him ſuch a biow byon the helme that glanced fg 
the goꝛget in ſuch ſoꝛt that it made a kroubleſome Wound, 
whereat iſſued much bloud, which was the occaſion that 
the Booze returned ( with much moze kurie than che Lion 
on the prelded pꝛay) and ſtroke the Tartare ſuch an auer⸗ 
thwart blow on the wallo, that he mads him to kal * | 
a banke in the Shippe, but asquicke as thought hes Toſe 


bp againe, and returned bn his enemie, and deferivedthat 


part: but inthe other parts, there were ſo many mojothi 
be had, that his knightes beganne to bee diſmaid and to 
retyʒze to the Caſtle on the pope, and defended the Tabbia 
whereas the Lady was, who gaus ſuch ſhzeekes that they 
reached vnto the heauens. And he who neuer kanled them 


that called vpon him in their nete mitie, did axde them: In 
_- that there came directly vnto them the inchaunted ſhip ot 
| the thx couragious Pzinces,Roficleer,Meridianand the 


heroycke Tropan, that was going vnto the kingdome cf 
Lacedemonia; Who with the ſtozmes at Sea came that 
way,whereas the battaile was. And ſeeing the ſea ſtaind 
with bloud, and that there were two ſhizs to one, they de⸗ 


termined to helpe the weakeſt, and to do that which they 


were bound by o2der of «nighthod, So they grapled their 
ſhip with that ofthe Tartare, and could not imagine, who 
that valiant knight ſhould be, that made fuch deflance a- 
gainſt ſo many; and lo; that ther would not velaye 1 8 

ue⸗

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ſuttour, embꝛating their ſhields with their ſwoꝛds in 
their hands, they leaped in, and cuerthzew thece that they 
met at the entrie. The warlike Gzzeke went directly 
where as the great knight was in battaile, and without 
ſtap(fa2 that he imagined he was a Roner ) he gaue him 
ſo ſtrong a blow, that he almoſt deuided himin two parts, 
and guerthze w him at the fiete of his enemp, leauing him 
greatliꝑ amazed to ſce ſo farious a blowe, And hauing no 
moze time, ſcłing ſo gaod ſuttour and the victozie at hand, 
he couragiouſlis ſet vpon his enemies, hauing by him the 
piller of Bnighthod, that would not let him ffrike a blow, 
he aflalted them ſo faſt on euerꝑ ſide. The other two pzins 
ces were not idle with the reſt, but ſeemed as lightning, 
Eriking on both ſives fo the gricfe of thoſe miſerable 
knights, vpon whome came the iuſt iudgement of Gad, 
con foꝛmable vnto the lile they led, and the great iniuries 
which they had done both by ſea and land without any dif- 
ference of nations, paying now all that they cnioyed, foz 
they dealt with knights that neuer ſtroke blowe but they 
killed oꝛ maymed an enemp.Andthe Gꝛecien Mars being 
affected vntothe valiantnes of the Tartare, ſaid: Appon 
them ſtout knight, foꝛ they are be foꝛe pour fozce vile and 
baſe people. And there with with a gallant ſemblance, he 
thꝛe we his ſhield on his ſhoulder with his ſwooꝛd in his 
hand that of Quene lulia was not better )and began to 
wield his furious body fo ha ſtulp, that within one hower 
they found not one with whom to figyt, alttzough there en⸗ 
tred into the ſhip moze then twa hundzeth knights all cha⸗ 
ſen men: but withthe help or their krends did he and the 
Tartare enter into the ſhips ol their contraries, and did in 
2 maine other wonderful marue ls, till ſuch time as 
bey (aw they could make no re ſiſtance, both the one and 

— other ſhip did peeld,and craued mercy fo2 their liues of 
the two valiant warriers : who vſing their accuſtomed 
tlemencie, and that which is natural vnts wozthy victozs,

Soleauing the Ships with god watch and ward, her 
returned vnto their bone, and met at the entrie their two 
god frends: whereas when they were together, the Va7 
liant Tartare pulled off his helme and went directly vn⸗ 
tothe G:8%e and ſaid. Marlike knight, let my foꝛtune 
be ſo god that 3 map know whom map giue hanoz to, as 
the reſtoꝛer of my life, in knowing who you are, and the 
like of pour companions. Gentle knight(anſwered the 
beloued of Oliuia) we are ofthe countrieof Greece, and 
knights of (8 little fame, that if wee ſhauldtell you, wee 
ſhould not thereby be knowen, Oh mightie lupiter, with 
a great boite (aid the curteous Andronio, is it poſſible 
that J haue fo great good in my Ship: and that thoſe who 
hath ventured their liues fo2 my libertie, are of that haps 
pie Country where the Sepulcher of my vnfoꝛtunate Co⸗ 
ſin Zoylo is? woꝛthy knight do not deny me vour names, 
fo2 you ſhall declare it vnto him that is the greateſt freny 
to all Grecia. J àm the happie Andronio in that haue 

met with vou, and Coſin to Zoylo a deare frend to the 
Gzecian Pꝛintes, andnow by myfoztune oz better to ſaꝝ 
miſfoztune , foz lacke ot ſuch a Colin, J am come to bee 
Ring of the people of Tartarp. And now ſince J haue 
told you my name and who J am, and with what ſecurity 
you may tel me pours: doe not deny it me, foꝛ 3 doe ima⸗ 
gine that vnder the ſe armours goeth ſome of the Pzinces 
2 of Grecia. The herspcke Roſicleer pulled off his heline 
and diſcouered his faire face, being bound by the good rea⸗ 
ſons of the Tartare, vet doubt full of that he told touching 
the death ol his beloued frend Zoylo: and he ſaid, valiant 
Andronio, it ſhall be an vniuſt part to hide who wee are n 
vnto him that ſo piainely hath giuen vs to vnderſtand ol 
bis doings and who he is, we are boundts doe the line, (2 | 
that in knowing vou ſhall receiue content. will fell you, IF | 
This knight pointing to Meridian) is Meridian Paince IN g 
ofthe Stithians. And this knight is the warlike Oriſti⸗ 
des the Tropan, and J am one ofthole pꝛinces of *

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fo whom you are indebfed ſo much as youſay . Jam cal - 
led Roſicleer, and by an other name the knightof Cupid, 
the greateſt friend to the Tattar Zoylo, and pon daue made 
me not a little maruell in ſaping that he is dead. 

- With ſtrange content went the curteous Andronio fg 
kiſſe the hands of the warlike Greeke: who not admit- 
ting ſuch coſtly curteſte, rayſed him from the ground, re» 
maining imbꝛaced of the Tartare : who with the ioy hee 
recetuedthereof, ſaid : J will not ventronsPzince Þ the 
knowing of you be without giuing part ofthe toy vnto my 
welbelouedPaineeſſe,' Whohauing heard that p Greci- 
an pꝛince was there, came fozth andhumbled her ſelfe to 
Roſicleer, giuing him and his Companions hearty thanks 
fo; their ard. He graciouſly entertained her, yet was hee 
verie impatient to heare of the death of Zoylo, inquiring 
of Andronio about the cirtumſtances: who hauing tolde 
them, Roficleer vowed reuenge, Wherefo Meridian 10- 
ritidesp2omiſed their helpe. But the Gzeeke pzinces ſoz- 
row being perceiued bythe Mroyan, he altredtheircome 
munication,andincited them to know of the knights that 
were pꝛiſoners, who was that mightie ppzate 2 and likes 
wiſe who faire Griſanea was? Df the laſt Andromo re- 
ſolued them, in manner as you haue heard: :- cerfefping 
them beſide of the pꝛince Don Heleno, whereatthe Greek 
did not a little reiopce, fo2 that ſince they left Tinacria, hee 
neuer heardof him. ; 

Now touching the Rouer, a knight that was pzifoner 
and one that ſeemed a pꝛincipall in that Crue, ſayd : Un⸗ 
derſtand wozthie Knights, that the deadKnight and Ow⸗ 
ner of theſe hips ano diuers other that range this Coalk, 
was the furious Bruncaldo, a great Roter, and feared of 
all theſeJtands: fo2 that he was Lozd of one hereby, al- 
though a little one, yet the ſtrongeſt of them al, foz the dif 
ficulfte of the entrie, hauing at the poꝛt one of the ſtrong· 
rſt Calflesinthe earth, caued the Doubtfall Caſtle, the 
Nand alſotaking ä Tokepe which _— 
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meanes to take the Iland fir nights, is to haue your ſhip

he goeth abzoad, he lcaueth two fierce Gianfs thatmars 
ried his Siſters; and in that Caſtle he hath manie miſe- 


rable pꝛiſoners. The Pꝛinces pittying the eftate of the 


Jland, intended to free it and the pꝛiſoners: and in they 
pꝛote dings were thus aduiſed by the Knight. The belt 


towed as if ſhe were taken, and to put ont at our tops the 
common Enſigne of vicozie , which is a Flag, with the 


Sunne ina blacke field: fo: otherwiſe the entrie will be 
verie difficult, vy reaſon ot a chaine that croſſeth from one 


rocke to another. J being knowen will tell the warders 
Bruncaldo is in his bed wounded in taking the Pzize, Df 
all wayes this is the ſureſt, to this à aduiſe you, aſwell 
foꝛ the reuerence J beare to pour wozthines, as the come 


paſſion 3 haue ofmanie Bnights and Ladies that remain 


there pꝛiſoners. 

Chey all liked his aduite, and cauſed the Tartarians 
Knights to enter the two chips, and hang cut their En⸗ 
fiane of vi Rozte, towing the pꝛinces ſhip after them, The 
next mozning they came within ſight of th: Caſtle, which 
was ſeated vpon a rocke, hauing a waye no bꝛoader than 
fo2 two to paſſe, cut out ofthe ſame tocke. At the entrit 
it had two towers in which the Giants lay; and moze in · 
ward was the lodging of Bruncaldo, gallantly built, witz 
fones of diners colours: and betweene theſe th2& tows 
ers was a large paned court, wherin fiftie Knights might 
combat on hoꝛſe backe. 

Do ſone as they had ſounded vicozie.they were anſwe- 
red from both the towers with excellent inſtruments, fo; 
toy to receiue their Loꝛd, and to warne them that kept the 
chaine to open it, which was pzeſently dene: whereat the 
p2inces greatly reioyced, and thanked the Knight, who 
(lifcing vp his viſoz) told them on the-ſhoze that their 1022 
was (ze wounded, With this they landed, alcendiug vp 
by two and two: fir Briano the Knight of the Cale and 
the valiant Gzecian, after them the pꝛincelle and DOE 

ells, 
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ſells, and ſo the ret in oꝛder. In this fozt they alcended tde 
ſteps, making as il they reiopced in their botie; till ach 
time as they were in the zighett part or the Calfle, vntu⸗ 
ſpected. When they came there, the two deſozmed giants 
(vnarmed) did recejue them, verie ispfull that their bꝛo⸗ 
ther in law was come, although grteues that tee was lo 
ſoꝛe woimved': nentrthetes (aid they) wee will pzeſent 
this Ladietothe Wife of Bruncaldo. But ſaid the greateſt 
Giant, J had rather deals wilhhim that had ſo much pow⸗ 
tr to wound my Loꝛd and Bzother. Briano aunſwered: 
Hs paid his boldnes with his life, and loſt his Wife (that 
is this Kudie), vnto whom my Lo2d commaundeth great 
honour would be done, los her beautie fake, and to bee in 
companie with bis ike, tili he tommeth fwꝛth ol p ſhip, 
The dilguiſed knights recciued great toy to ſe with what 
diſcretion Briano/pzoceeded in his buſines, and effeemen 
ey 4nd he was) to be a perkect god man, and a wk 
Rnſgbt,” = 

1 Tos breiamppince made a Gone vnto Oriſtides and 
Meridian that each of them with foure of thoſe Knights 
chould ( A8 thobgh they went foz ſome other matter) taks 
the gate rde the two towers, while he and the Tartarian 
with the two Giants e the viſcreefe Briano, went vnto the 
higher tower leading the pzincefſe and her damſels as it 
oo bad ben pziloners, to the great contentment of the 

iants. 

Het re might the two couragious pꝛinces haue conclu⸗ 
ded this aduenture without ants moleſtation, but they ac⸗ 
tompted it baſe and voyde of Knighthod, to allzile them 
without armour: there foze they palled fozwards with all 
their companie, till they entered intothe great Court, at 
whoſe rich wozkmanſhip ther all wondzed. There they 
law painted manie ancient pictures, the which did beau⸗ 
tifte moze that ſumptuous Court. There were excellent- 
ly w;zoughtof Jaſyer ſtone two palre af (aires,one right 
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Che pzinces gazed not at anie thing, leaſt the Grants 
chuld ſaſpec them, who gaped ſo on the pine ſces beauty 
that they put her in great feare with their vgly countenã 
tes. Then they entred into the hall, which ſeemed{o bee 
fit loꝛ an Emperour, the cling being full of gold e ſtones 
of rich pꝛice. The Mile of Bruncaldo being ther, moued 
not when ſhe miſſed her Lozd: but (as full of pꝛide as ty- 
rannie) ſaid. J would excuſe your comming TWoman,(s 
that my huſband were vnhurt : but as hee was reuenged 
on pour huſband, ſo will I reuenge me on you, And ther⸗ 
with the toke f@o2th a great bunch of keyes, and gaue the 
to a woman to carrie the Ladie to pꝛiſen. The anger was 
ſo great that Andronio receiued to ſe his Ladis thozough 
feare change colour, that without farther conſideration, 
he pulled the keyes from the woman, and thaowing them 
at Bruncaldos wife, he dzoue two oz th of them into hex 
fozhead, and flew her where ſhe ſate. This chance much 
greued the Gzecian, but it could not be remedicd,and ſer⸗ 
ing all was diſcouered, he put the Ladies hehinde him, 
dzew his \wozd. The waathfull Tartarian Was defermi- 
ned to aſſaile the Giants: who ling the death of their fi 
ſter, and how they were betraid, came towards the pꝛin 
ces with their fawchions aloft, To whom the Grecian 
ſaid: Stand falſe Knightes, foz wee are not accuſtomed 
ts fight with vnarmedmen: put on your armour, foz the 
woꝛthie arme that toke away pour bothers life, will al 
ſo take a wap pours, Oh vile creatures ſaid the Giant, 
will you delay my reuenge while J put on armour? 7 
would Mars and all the Gods were befoze mee, and thou 
ſhouldſt ſee J had no need of armour foz them, how much 
leſſe then foz you? And in ſaying this, he ſtroke a blob at 
the Tartate vnawares, that it was meruaile he had nat 
cut him in perces: but he aroſe againe, bꝛuſed with the fal 
he gaue him on his backe, and was ffriking at the Giant. 
but the Gꝛecian put the poynt of his ſwoꝛd betweene, anlF c 
Taped the execution thereol. And foz that the * yl 5 
' [ 
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hail haue enough fo do to deliuer your ſelues out of our 
hands. Vetcealedthey not to ſtrike, and they with great 
lightnes auopded: till one of the Giaunts witha hoarce 
voyce ſaid. Stay foliſh knights, and you ſhal ſe me tay 
longer in arming my ſelf, thã in taking away your lines. 
So they deſcended the ſtaires, making a great noyſe,and 
at their comming into the Court they met foure oz tue of 
the Tartarians knights anvflew them, offcing as much 
to the pꝛintes at the gates, who letting flip their blowes 
enfred within them, and with their armed fiſts feld them 
tothe ground, e wold haue cut off the ir heads. At which 


the Gzecian came downe (hauing left the Tartarian as 


boue to kepe the tower) and would in no caſe let them be 
ſmitten vnarmed, commannding a Page of the Caſtle fo 
fetch their armour, and in the meane time they tame to 
themſelues. And conſidering they were by two knights 
cuerth2owne, they blaſphemed their Gods, and haſting to 
arme one another, the eldef ſaid. Tarrie a little ye cap⸗ 
fine people, and you ſhall ſ how dere 3 will make you 
tuy this treaſon. When they were armed, ſhaking their 
bꝛight fawchions, they came againft them all. Roſicleer 
was a Knight of great patience, but the pꝛowd words of 
the Giant had ſoearneſtip angred him, that it made him 
ſay thus. Foz that pou ſhal vnderſtand how J eſter me ye, 
come both topntly to me, and you ſhall finde my deeds dif- 
1er from my woꝛds: and therwith he let flye ther oz foure 
on fl blowes aloft, which made them ſerke defence fo2 they: 
heads, UWhen he ſawthem loke alide, he gaue the vong⸗ 
er Giant ſuch an ouerthwart blow on his thigh, that hee 
tut him to the boane: but the other Siaunt reached hym 
with the poynt of his fawchion vpon his ſhoulder, that it 
made him ſtop with his hands to the ground. Tho pꝛin⸗ 
and cipall hall was foward the courf, ſo that from thence ths 
ui Tartarian and his Wife ſaw 2 of the that” * :

Trebatio would not haue of them anie vantage, ho again 
ſaid: tab xour armour furious beaſts, fo: therewith vou

Of 
truth (worthp huſband, ſaid Grifanea)' J would gladlye 
ſome ok thoſe Unights would helpe the Gzecian Pzince, 
not that his baloꝛ hath nerd the reot. but that we ſhonld be 
the ſwner rid ot the ſe people, foʒ J am not yet free of the 
fears Jreceiued: .Oriftides had no need te be intreate d, fa; 
with a light leape hee ſtept in, 4 rece iued on his ſhield the 
ſecond blaw that the Giant: Tembloſo ftreke at the Gyes 
tian, which made him vow tothe ground. As he arele to 
reuenge it the Grecian ſaid vato him: Stand away O. 
riltides, and ſtain nat your ſwoꝛd in ſo euill blod. And in 
ſofaying he nun? a thꝛuſt at the fucious Tembloſo, and re⸗ 
kurned vnto the other Giant, riking him ſo mightie a 
blow vpon the helme, that hee made him almoſt ſenflc fe, 
At the ſame time had the Troyan ſtroke ſuch a blowe ak 
his hands, that almoft he had par led them alunder, which 
made him giue a fear full ſhꝛe ke, where with his Bꝛether 
ſcroke the Gꝛeecke Pꝛinte ſuch a blow on the helme, that 
il. Artemidoroes bertue had net gen therein, his lyfe had 
been in great perill. The Giant wasnimble, and would 
not loſe any occaſion, therefoze hee entred, de ſtrous foz to 
ſtrike him another blow: but the Tropan did bzeake the 
t xecution thereot, which gaue the Gzecian time to recouer 
himſelfe. The other Giant by reaſon of the firſt wound 
Roſicleer gàue him, fell vypen his knees blaſpheming hys 
Gors, The Ladics of the Pzinceſſe receiued great con-

Sarmacia: who ſo delighteth in hunting and armes, that 


te is among Knights compared with the Empꝛeſſe Cla- 
ridiana. UWhen ſhe was of age to weare armour, ſhe was 


knighted by her owne Father, and maintained a mighty 
Juſtes, to her efernallhonour, fo farre was the pꝛapſe 
of theſe two ſiſters ſpzed, that Liuio the pzince of Laodi. 
cea (calling himſelfe the knight of the Crownes) came 
thether with one alone page, and fell in loue with Tho- 
miriana the eldeſt S iſter: his affedion ſo increafing; that 
he was fozcedfo diſcouer it both to her ſclfe and to her Fa⸗ 
ther: who reiopced and the Ladie likewiſe, that ſhe was 
affected of ſo excellent a pꝛince. All the Court was wyth 
their loue delighted, and ſhe that moſt ſeemed to delight in 
it, was the warlike Sarmacia, who dailpe conuerſt with 
Liuio and her Siſter, when they were in their amozous 
conuerſation, Do long ſhe dallyed in beholding their dal⸗ 
liance, that all her thoughts were captiued with Liuioes 
perſedions: and the moze ſhe ſtriued, by reaſons of wong 
againlt her Siſter, treſpaſſe againſt her Father, and in⸗ 
luris againſt her owne fame to ſuppꝛe ſſe this fire, the vis 
olenterit raged. Solitarincs contents Sar maca, if anie 
thing could content her: but nothing can content her, till 
Lwio know her hearts affection, So one day as they were 
a hunting the diſcouered it to him, whertat the pꝛince did 
not a little meruaile, but diſſembled it, giuing her kind? 
woꝛds, ſomewhat to quench her burning deſire: but whi 
this noble pꝛince came vnto his T homiriana, he confirmed 
the faith he had giuen her, with earneſter ſhewes of ae 
dion than beſoꝛe : The ielous Sarmacia was in pꝛeſente, 
and not able to indure the fight, went fo2th and wept: but 
Liuio (like a conſtant pꝛinte) the moze to aſſure his Tho- 
miriana, demaundad her ot her Father in marriage: who 
gladly grauntad it. But when the pzince would haue kil 
led the kings hands as a Father, þ furious Sarmacia ſteſt

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nientfo2 the honoz.of Lacedemonia,ts giue my Siſter tax 
Lnight ſo diſlopall: whe to your curteſte being bound, is 
notwithtanding moſt vniuſt.

At 
is no ſmall wzong anſweredthePzince, that being accu 


ſed, J cannot defend my ſelle. J am the gladder ſaid the 


Lady,fo2 Jam Willinger fopuniſhſomeother foz your tn- 
iuſtice than pour ſelfe, becauſe my Father loues ys, Ah 
Ladie ſaid the Pzince, you know J know the reaſon of 
this falſhod, but J will not publiſh pour fault. J know 
well ſaid ſhee, thou art impudently audacious; and were 
not my Father pzeſent, would pzeſently bee reuenged. 
The kingcounnaunded them aſunder, fill the 2 months 


93 the triall were paſt. You map well geſſe at my Ladie 


Thomirianacs greefe : who taking mee into her chamber, 
(after manie ſhowers ofteares) thus ſaid. O myfaithful 
Damſell, how da the heauens deuide my life in parting 
me from Liuio, by the tyꝛannie oł my cruell Siſter? Yao 
ſen my death, O you deſtinies, if A may not liue to re⸗ 
ioyce with lo loyall a Pꝛince: foz 4 vob if he be not Dw- 
ner of my will, to be Deaths bzide ert J marrieanyother 
lining on the earth. What haſt thou got Sarmacia by this 
trueltie 2 Js this my reward foz participating with ther

Alter this paſſion, 
te coniuredme with manie ceremonious pꝛoteſtations,

huſvand. 0 1 pꝛomiſed her, that no other than the pꝛin⸗ 
tes of Grecia oz ſome ot their frendes IJ would bzing foz ſo 
iuſt a defence, aithough therein JF loſt mp like. And nowe 
ſeeing my foꝛtune hath fauozed me to bzing ſuch high pꝛin⸗ 
tes, it is time foz you to ſhew that which pon haue pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed to all women that ſhould haue need ot pour fozces : fo;

And to ſhewe the valoz ol their perſons 
they ſhall net lacke occaſions in this country : foꝛ it is (aid 
by wiſe men, there are herein macuelous aduentures, 
They al reiopced in that the Tropan Pzince would take 
vpon him the battell ſoꝛ the inte ſſe. nd Meridian (aid; 
it ſemeth vnto me faire Damſell, that this knight fixleth 
the effect ofthe Country, ſeeing hes hath begun to follow 
your band in putting his lite ia aduenture fox women: 4 
ping which befoze ſeemed impoſſible. And 2 belcue 
wozthiePzince (ſaid the Damſeil) bee wil ſhe we mozs 
than this, it may be we ſhall ſo him leaue the battaile 03 
it he ouer come, bee ouercome by his enemy: many mo 
frethan he haus laſt their liverty in this countryot Lace- 
demonia, and it ſhal be no ſtrange thing vnto her to ſub⸗ 
ied ſuch a fre heart, as he hath ſeemed to haue, fo2 J am 
tertaine in ſeeing him of ſo gallant viſpoſit ion he will bee 
amozons: then ſhal be (&ije the truththat a ie,

repꝛoue d. At this time they be ganne fo diſtouer the po⸗ 
pulous Citty whether as they tourneyed, and therefoze 
tooke their helmets which their Pages caried,and pulled 
downe their vizoꝛs, they killed her on the cheke,avuiſing 
her not fo tell who they were: ſo they toke the moſt ſweet- 
eff way to the Citty,andcams thether af the thirdhoure, 
when the king as pet had not gone out ot the Pallace, 
They entred in at a gate called the ſerpent gate, the peo⸗ 
ple that were in ths ſfretes following them, and the eyes 
of Ladies waiting on their gallant pꝛopostion: yet not a- 
ny able to imagins what knights they chould be. In this 
920er they arciued at the Pallace, where as they alighted, 
and mounted info the Royal hall, where as they did ſ a 
great number ot Ladies and Knights: the Ladies in com⸗ 
pa nie with the Queene and her daugbters, and unightes 
did accompany the vertuous King.

Dir knight laid the king, fo2 your commendations of my 
bertne, J thanke pon: but foz the reſt, it is put to the oꝛder 
of batteli ; ſo that there is nothing to ſtand vpon, but to ſex 
if the pꝛinee will admit you foz his Champion. There⸗ 
with came foꝛth the pzince, apparelled in crimſon taffes 
ta cut vpon cloth of gold, richly laced, with ſo great gal- 
lanfnes, that the pꝛinces did all affect him. All did vnto 
him curte ſie, which he graciouſly returned: and humbly 
thanking all the knights fo; their great trauell, hee ſayd 
vnto the Tropan. Sir, Jreferre to you my Whole right, 
although (if it pleaſed the king that J might defend myne 
owne cauſe) J would bee loth to indaunger ante knight:

king, that there will want knights to anſwere you, if ys 


make anie Challenge: and therfoze you map vſe your dil⸗ 
cretion, Then anſwered the Gzectan, pour per ſon excep⸗ 


ted (ſoꝛ the vertue which thereof hath been repozted) J do 


defie two knights together, ſo they be naturallp bozne in 
this kingdome, that will afirme this law to ber god and 
iuſt. and J do deſte other two ſaid the pzince of the Scy- 


thians, that will maintaine there hath been vſcd iuſtice 


(actoꝛding to the right of Nations) towards the pzince of 
Laodicea, but rather great and manifeſt wꝛong. Which 
Challenge we will fozthwith defend by armes, becauſe 
will not multiply their anger by delape, Þ be affected to 
maintaine this moſt vniult, violent and ME”; —

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There did not lackefoure knights that came fw2th of 
the P2incipalleſf and moſte valiant in all the Kingdom, 
uch as were jealous of the honoz or their king, and gans 
their gages vnto the Pzinces , thinking thereby to get 
greathonoz. Then came thefaire Sarmacia, not adoz- 
ned in her chining armour, but in a gowne of blew cloth 
of gold furl of Pꝛetious ſtones: vpon her head ſhe woze a 
vayle ſo white tyat thoꝛow it was plainely ſene her gol- 
den haire: about her necke hung a rich ſwoozd by a red 
ſendall, and although it were vpon the garment, yet it ſe- 
med to be wꝛought in it. Ind this ſozt ſhe paſſed by all 
the knights, who gaue her wapto paſſe where the Pains 
ces were, whogreatly maruelled to ſc her gallant diſpo⸗ 
ſition. And when ſhee came fo them( being affected fo 
their gallant pꝛopoꝛtion) the ſaid: which of you gentle 
Knights is he that muſt make battaile with me. All of 
vs(anſweredthe heroycke Gzecian) are nightes faire 
Lady to defend your beanty: but he whome foztune bath ' 
made choiſe of foz this, is this Knight (pointing fo the 
gentle Tropan.) She iudged him of high valoꝛ, and hee 
touſd ſcarce kurne his head to behold her, his ſences were 
rauicht in ſuch ſoꝛte that hee knewe not What thing could 
glue him content, but to ſerne that gracious Pzinceſſe, 
and it ſeemed to him that ſhe came from heauen to make 
conqueſt of his heart, and perfozme that which the Dams 
(ell has ſaid. - Oh falſe and rigozous Cupid , Hall J not 
put mp hand to my penne, but thou muſt p ut thy ſelle be⸗ 
faze me with thy cruell cffectes? and that to Mars cannot 
be graunted to dꝛaw his ſ\woozd, but thou wilt laye hold 
dn his ſhield: and that one dꝛop of blond goeth not out, but 
{mu be done by thy hand? It is wel ſeen inthe Nephew 
of Troylus that only ſight could humble to the rigo2ous 
role the highnecke of that molt free knight: who with 
Mars htmſeife would battaile, about the good he founvin 
lis free dome. The new Lover could not ſpeake, and lous 
ane left him courage foz to Erz meanes how he _ 
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not offend her whom he wozlhipped. The experimentey 
Lady did verie well marke his diffurbance, and would 
not ſuffer it to p2oceede any further, but laid: when will 
vou Stir knight that wee make our battaile 2 By and by 
ſaid the valiant Troyan, foz that whe death is loked fa, 
to haſten it, is lite. The Lady did well vnderſtand it, and 
it greꝛued her nothing at all, foz that it ſœmed ſhee neuer 
ſaw a better pꝛopoztioned knight. Then came the fours 
knights armed with their armoz, and went into the court 


where as the warriers did abide their comming. The ſire 


knights af the ſound of the the frumpets, did merte, and 
made ffrong encounters : but the two which they hit, they 
ouerthzew tothe ground both hozſe and man, without any 
mouing of hand oz foot they no moze mouing than a rock, 


andthe two which remainedon hozſebacke, returned vys 


them with their ſwo0zds in their hands: but the O2ccian 
Paince, wold not that his delaying ſhuld be any hindzancs 


vnto the Tropan, without dzawing his wd, hes went 
to one, and taking him in his armes, he pulled him out of 


his ſaddle, as though he had been a child, and queſed him i 
hard that he made him to cry out. And he carried him db 
rectly vnto the ſtanding where as the king was, At that 
inſtant carne his frend Meridian with his foe, leaning the 
place fo2 the noiſe ofthe people, in pzaiſing the ſtrength 
of the two frends. In this ſozt they came befoze that noble 
king: and the Gꝛecian ſaid, mightie Ring, although the 
bertne which wee haue heard of peu, doth binde vs to bee 
pour frends and to ſerue pou in whatſoeuer ſhalbe offered:

red, Then did the Judges b;ing fozth the Pzinces with 
great honoꝛ, and left them with the amozous Tropan, 
who had his eyes firedthat way, whence ſhould come the 
Robber of bis heart, fill thepſawher come accompanied 
with the molt pzincipalleſt of all the kingdome. hat 
may the Tropan hope after, in that hee found himſcife o⸗ 
uercome, and how ſhall he defend foz the Pzince of Lao- 
dicea, when as ſtriking his lady is moze than death? This 
new ſeruant of Cupid , had ſach variable and contrarte 
tzoughts,that he knew not where to begin. Till in the

Per do me wꝛong Dir knight ſaid ſhe, ſo to dziue off the 
batfaile . But it is moze wꝛong (aid he, that 3 ſhould en ⸗ 
ter in combat with her J ſo affe. The Lady ſomewhat 
angry, ſtroke him ſuch a blowe vpon his ſhield, that it ſes⸗ 
meda rock had fallen vyon him: £ ſeconded another with 
a thzuſt, that ſhe made him almoſt tolofe his ſaddle, and 
gaue him the third with ſo great courage nigh vnto the 
ſkirt, that ſhe diſarmed all that part: yet foz all this the 
Tropan dis nothing but bzezake her blows, and put a ſide 
bis body by the lightnes of his hozſe.

Now both 
the Tropan fully vnderſtand the letter which the wiſe 
Gelaſio did ſend, when they were vpon departure krom the 
Aland of Fangomadan, that he Gould ſee his head in the 
hands ok gys meſtrruell enemp. And foz that it might the 
loner ve actompliched, he cloſed with the Infant, and laid 
his ameꝛdus armes on her: but hee found a contrarp an⸗ 
were in the angry adp, blaming her owne ourrfighty 
the did weund him rrurliy with her dagger betweene the 
toynts ofthe vamvzace, that itmade him g tne apittifull 
grone, which cauſcd the Lady themoze to reſpect hun, as 
though be had done al the ſeruite poſſible, and it could not 
be but that the gentle Sarmacia when the ſaw the bloud of 
him that loued her, vpon her dagger, vut that ſhe tok ſome 
new compaſſion, and alt heugh it was but a litle it increa⸗ 
{cd ſo much that it endured to toe death. The amozous 
Tropan ſeeing himſelfe hurt, toke hold ok her dagger by 
the hylt, with ſo great foꝛce that hee wꝛzung it out of ber 
hands, and left her without, and offered his vato her lay- 
ing: it doth not profit gentle Lad, the pꝛocuring ok re- 
uengement with pour weapons, foz if you wil it muſt be 
with mine, although vnwoꝛthy foꝛ that they are dedicated 
to your ſeruice. In this contention and amozous walt 
ling, the continued till Sunne ſet, which gaue him occas 
lon foz to leaue his Ladp,qaligh'tag from his hozſe, went 
Whereas the Judges were, who gaue him the glezy uf the 
victazy, at the ſeund ofan infinite number ofinTaumentes;

might ve married, hauing confidence that Liuio the pzince 
of Laodicea had tommitted nooffence. There needed no 
great perſwaſions, foz the king greatly loued the Youth. 


Cuery one requeſted him to pull off his helme, and to tell 
them who he was: but he ſering that Roſicleer was lacks 


ing, and that it would be froubleſome to ſtap. he cxcuſed it 
as wel as he could, remilting it vnto the Damſell, ot who 
be toke his leaue and ſaid, that ſhe ſhuld tel them whom 
he was the next day» fs2 that he wold not meet with them.

Pzince fozth ofthe Court of Lira, & could not teil 
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who that faire and tender Youth ſhould bee, that was ſo 
baliant. Ye knew not whether his hozſe dtd carrie him, 
neither what he did, he was ſo trobled in his imagination 
till ſuchtime as hee heard a rulling amongſt the buſhes: 
and lo king with moꝛe attenſton th en befoze he did, he 
beard a voyce which ſaid vnto him. Worthy Sonne of Tre- 
batio, wherefore doſt thou haſten to ſeeke the Knight, for 
the blowes thou ſiniteſt on his body, thou giueſt to Oliuias 
ſoule. The obſcure woꝛdes did caule him moꝛe to ſuſpect, 
and he could not imagine from whom it wag ſpoken, but 
not reckning of them, he pꝛicked fozwards his hoꝛſe wittz 
moꝛze haſte, directly whether as he thought he had left the 
knight: but he had not ridden many paces when he heard 
the ſame voyce, which ſaid, Knight of Cupid , is this the 
loue thou haſt vnto thy Oliuia, behold if thou doſt this, thou 
goeſt againſt her will.

a knight, ſhe went onwards on her war. The Datian 
tok his wap towards Rome, and came that night vnto a

all the woꝛld ſhall know, that if he lone, 4 liue by louing 
a ſhepheardeſſe, who in beautie, diſcreation and pꝛoponti⸗ 
on, cqualleth the moſt excellent. 3 tannot (ſaid Aliano) but 
acknowledge the many good parts of your ſhepheardeſſe 
bzother Poncenio : yet foz all this you know.that my ſhep- 
dear deſſe hathcauſed her to yeld. Theſe are paſſions ( fir 
knight) ſaid Liſio, ſo long time paſt, that it would be tedi⸗ 
ous to declare them: But ſince vou haue taken the matter 
in hand, J pzay you perſwade them to l aue off contenti⸗ 
ons paſt and become frendes: fo; frendſhip doth es ſe the 
ſawer troubles of this amoꝛcus cuill . And there with the 
Dacian Lozd went directly vatothe Shepherds, veryioy- 
full that he had ſeene that controuerſie, and he foke them 
perfozce by their hands, and made them frends, which en⸗ 
dured vnto drath. And the moze to binde their frendſhip, 
they all foure together ſate downe cn the greene and freſh 
graſſe, making a ſigne vnto Fabio, to bzing the hozſes,and 
like wiſe to inioꝑ the frendſhipofthe ſhepheards. The gal⸗ 
tant Pouth did pull off his helme, and ſhewed foo2th his 
faire countenance, but he had not fo ſoꝛne pulled it off wh 
as the ſhepheard Liſio fel down at his fete, ſaping. Owar⸗ 
like Pzince of Dacia, what a happy day bath this been vn⸗ 
to me: wherein J hauc ſxne that which J {s much deſired 
euer, him whom the gallant countrie of Tinacria woꝛſhip⸗ 
eth fo2 their God, as a reſtoꝛer of their loft content. The 
pzince cauſed him to ariſe, wonvzing how he was * 
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in thoſe parts: and demaundingof him, howe hee knee 

bim. The Shepheardanſwered,UWozthy warrier, am a 
naturall Tinacrian , and haue there fed and kept Cattle, 
and came many times bnfo the Cittp, whereofthe whole 
Country beareth the name, there Zhane ſeene in the Pal⸗ 
lace poztraved your figure,and the Emperonr Alphebos 
of Trapiſond, vnts whome thoſe of Tinacria art ſo much 

bound. And your figureandhis J ſo earneſtip pꝛinted in 
my hart, that 1 deſtred abone all things in the wozld to ſer 
the ſubſtances. I giue vou greatthankes (ſaid the Pzince) 
foz the good will which vou haue ſhe wed vnto the Empe⸗ 
rour and mee, and in ane thing J map, commaund mee. 
Gzeaf pleaſure J ſhall take if yon declare vnto mee any 
ne wes from thoſe partes, foz ſince Jdeparted from Roſi- 
cleer the Pzinceof Grecia, J haus not heard any thing 
thence foz traueiling in ſtrange Countries . That which 
I tan ſay (anſwered the ſhepheard) is the toy which the 
Emperoz of Conſtantinople your Unkle hath,foz the acs 
knowledgingofthe Pzinces of Trapiſonde to be the ſons 
de the mighty Alphebo , although J belteue it will bee no 
lefſe joy to know the Pꝛinte of Tinacria, Poliphebo, who 
they ſayis equall in valoz to all the reſt of the bzethzen : 
koʒ being called the knight ofthe ſtluer bzanch in al parts 
whereas he hath trauelled, hee hath left the wozld kull ol 
his fame. The Dacian curteouſly thanked Lyno, and 
was ioytul at his ne wes: and after ſome earneſt perſwa⸗ 
ſions of them to continue frends, he pꝛepared to ride to⸗ 
wards Rome, the Shepheards bꝛinging him on his way 
within the ſight of the Common way and were grieued 
to part with him. Mhich he ſeeing, pꝛomiſed if occaſt- 
on ſerued hee would againe ſe them: at which reioy- 
ting, they returned to their Foldes: where wee will

The thꝛte knights that are the keepers 
of vonder Ladies, geſſing you a knight amozous, defirs 
you to iuſt with oue of them; J wolpdſatiſfie that requeſt 
ſapd ye, buk:PÞpzapyoucertefie them Jam not amoꝛous.

an: whot in that great pzeſence diſcouered p treaſon of the 
Pꝛinces of Gibia , howe they had conſented with the Gi- 
ants to ſteale away the Peinceſſe ot Scotland, and to giue 
the daughter ofthe ſacred Emperdour foa baſe and hideons 
Giants Sonne: which accuſation the knight pziſoner.con- 
feſſed, And when the Pzinces denyed it, the Lo2d-of Da- 
cia chalendged them to moztal battel, the one to fight two 
houres and then the other to help him.TAhich they accep- 
ting, the combat was pꝛeſently appointed: to the great 
griefe of the Pꝛinceſſes of Scotland, who not withſtanding 
confidcring the violence intended, were ſomWhat pacifts 
ed and by Roſelia perſwaded to hope ko better Pꝛinces: 
and ſo they agreed to ſtand with her to ſe the combat, the 
Paince Heleno being alreadie entred the i, and not 
perceining his adnerſaries ready, buſied himſelf to be hold 
amaruellous chapple on one fide the Court, ſeated vppon 
foure pillers of white Jaſper, and all the couering of the

had dꝛawen his ſwoꝛd, and began a moſt rare battel with 
vnarmed Clariſell, who with great lightnes tliered him 
ſelfe, and clofing with Milo wzung from him perfozce his 
lwoꝛd, and there with aſſailed the other two knights that 
were entred combat with Argante and Toriſiano: who 
without reſpect of knighthod, left the vnweaponed youths 
and aſſailed Clariſell: who ſo defended him that the noiſe 
of the battell was dꝛeadfull.

But re⸗ 
turning to himſelfe , he repaped it ſoon the helme that it 
made him ſtagger an the one ſide two 92 thace pates, and 
entring with the ſwifines olan Gagle, with a ſliſfe arme,

There needed no moꝛc foz the 
valiant Liſarte to indanger his life, vnderffanbing that it 
redounded foꝛ content vnto Grecia. #9 putting on his 
helme, he bicw the hoꝛne with ſo great neiſe as doth Eo- 
[us When out cfhts darke ia wes hee ifſueth to giue battell 
againſt all the woꝛld. He had not well taken it from his 
mouth, commending himſelke vnto the God that Roſicleer 
did woꝛſhip, when as hee laid hold on a Ladder that was 
thzowen from the top of the Caſtle bp which hee mounted 
moꝛe ſwifter then a bird. Yee had not well put his forte 
on the Chziſtaline lower when thzee furious Giants 
ficrcely aſſalted him : the firſt he cut a ſunder in the waſt, 
when much to his amazement the two parts ſcdainly be- 
tame two Siants:and piffilefly aſſailed him, till bis god 
chaunce ſuffcred him to w2ing fro one Giant that had the 
inchanted life a heaup mace, with which hee ſo beffirred 
bimſelfe that he made that curſedcompany flye from him 
maine. But when he thonght the vicozy ſure, there came 
foꝛth a gobip knight, ſaying, Thou (halt not lay my kind 
kepers and take me from my pleaſant dwelling,and ther 
with doubled lo man blows vpon Liſarte, that he left him 
on the floꝛe almoſt without like, and the inchanted knight 
foke the pꝛince in his armes purpoſing to thzow him out 
at the window: but Liſarte being recouered and cloſcd in 
that ſoꝛt, pulled off the inthaunted knights helme, whoſe 
face when he ſaw, he gueſt it to be Roſicleer, and ſaid. Alas 
my Loꝛd Roſiclecr, what hath the Pzince of Tharſus dey 
ſerued, that you ſhould vſe him ſo vngently? When the 
nights helmes was off the inchauntment ceaſed. And 
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he ſaid: Knight your valoz hath deliuered me from this in- 
chantment;fo2 which J r: bound vnto vou. J am ſuſpec/ 
fed indeed to be the P2inces ſon vou name: but my weak- 
nes appoeoues me viwozthy of(o cxcelient a Father. Li- 
ſarte remembzing the woꝛds on the piller, and beholding 
his countenante, sſſured him he was the Sonne of Roſi. 
cleer: and there they imbꝛaced, Liſarte diſcourſing What 
hapned to them in Argentaria, and Roſabel what chaun- 
ced in Lacedemonia. Soda while we will leaue them and 
wang the gallant Brandafidell and the Pzinceſſe F.ora, 
Inda. 


What hapned in Greece to the gentle Brandafidell and 
Floralinda, Chap. 20. 5 x 


w ith many milde perſwaſions did Floralin- 
da mittigate the rage of Brandafidell, bees 
/ ing parted by the tempelt from Liſarte:and 
1M \ In ſhoꝛt time thep both landed in Grecia: 
where Brandafidelexptued ſtoze of aduen⸗ 
tures: ſo cauſing the Pzinceſſe to bee 
mounted on a mile white Palfrey, hee himſelfe beſtrid 
his huge Alf ana, (being a beaſt bzed in the mountaines of 
Barbarie, ) with a huge Launce in his hand #h's dꝛeadkull 
mace at his ſaddle bow ; On the tenth day as they iour⸗ 
neyed towards Conſtantinople, they met a mighty great 
Knight and withbimtwenty knights in troop, and com⸗ 
ming nere them, the great Knight,ſaid « 3 can hardiy be 
perſwaded Giant that this Lady goth with ther willing⸗ 
ly: but it che dos ſhe is vafit fozthe,therefoze deituer her 
vnto me, and this hoꝛſe which ſeemeth to be good. Nou alk 
much ſaid Brandafidell: but would pee not bee content to 
leaue the Lady, ſo J gaue you the hozſe. No ſaid the great 
Knight , and ther with one of his troop laid holden Flora- 
linda, which made her giue a great ſhz&ke, ot the violet 
lightning with moze ſwiftnes bzeaketh out of the * 
| wn a 
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than the rage of Brandafidel ſerif death to that pꝛeſumptu⸗ 
ous knight and thz& or his companions,foz with his lance 
caſt vialentiy from his hand he ouerth2ew foure dead that 
ſate inranke , and with foure bullets of his d2eadfull 
mate made foure moze at ons blow to beare them compa⸗ 
nie. But the great night entred within him, and ſtroke 
ſo dangerous a blow, that the Giant wel verceiucd he had 
a ſtrong adnerſarie: but with the ende of bis mace on his 
vzeſt⸗ plate Brandafidell gage ſuch a fopne, that hee ouers 
thꝛe bw him ſcnſeleffe tothe earth. Bp this the other twelue 
Enightes had round incd paſſed him, but like tys Cyclops 
hammers fell his heauy bullets on the weake anuples of 
their headss,that herre ſome bzainlefle there others ſenſe⸗ 
le ſſe lay dead on the ground. UThen he thought all had 
been ended, the great Knight recoucred,and betweenc the 
continued a battaile no icfſe furious than the d2radfal con- 
tention betw@ae Anteus and Hercules, Dn foote they 
fought, foz Branda fidell wentd haue no aduantage, and 
in the courage of his enemy hee tooke pꝛide: but re⸗ 
mcmbzing his pꝛeſumption againſt the Pzinceſſe, hes 
Whirled his dzeadfuli mace, and pat ted with two bullets 
his head in peeccs . At the Unightes fail Floralinda 
ioped, but Brandafi del left not till tee had flaine all the 
weunded Knightes but one, whemc he charged tocons 
ke ſſe the truth what that great knight and his compa⸗ 
ny were. 

The mizcrable man ſhaking and krembling wilh 
dꝛead of death, deliuered this auſwere: The dzeadfull 
Friſton L620 of the Zlands of Tamixio, with Frinto his 
b:other, and this Knight their Nephew whome pon 
peu haue flatne, hearing of the tryumphs in Oꝛcce, came 
with moꝛe than thꝛeeſcoze knightes and other ſeruants, 
and lurpzized a Caſtle here in Grecia verie ſuddainlp, 
being of great ſtrength: whether foꝛ this ten dayes they 
haue bzought many pꝛiſeners - which ther doe in Idefpits 
of the Gzeke Pꝛiuces e t Mu. 4 
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J and mp kellowes were their ſeruants, and now another 
trop are ab20ad with Friſton and his bzother, meaning to 
take anycomming fotheſe triumphes. and foz the KL avics 
ſake aſſatled pou, And foꝛ your outrages ſaid Brandafidel, 
beare pour companions compauie : wherewith he daſhed 
out his bꝛaines. Chen comming to Floralinda,he beſought 
her forcpoſe her ſelfe,andnot to goe to Conſtantinople till 
the triumphes did begin. To this ſhe agreed,and hauing 
refreſhed themſelues, Brandafidel went vg to the ſide of a 
hill, and thence diſcouered a Chariot wherein were mas 
ny that made great lamentation, two mightie knightes 
with twenty other knights. The curteous Giant per⸗ 
ſwaded himſelke, thoſe were the pꝛond bꝛethꝛen, andthey 
inthe Charicf pꝛiſoners: Wherefoze placing Floralinda 
and the Pages within the thicket where vnſcene they 
might ſee the battaile, he croſt toward the Chariot. moun⸗ 
ted and armedat all pointcs, and thus ſaid to the two bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen being fozmoſt: knights in this free Countrie why 
guard pe any that complaine 2 giue me a good anſwere,o} 
in the name of the Ozeeke P2inces I bdefle you. The pzide 
and w2athof Friſton weuld not ſuffer him to anſwere, but 
in his raſhnes ran to mecte with vengeance.,fo2 in the en⸗ 
counter Brandafidel ouerthzew kim with his hoꝛſe vpon 
bim, whoſe waight pꝛeſſed out his infernall ſoule: but 
Brandafidel had like likewiſe to haue falne, foꝛ the rt ut ge⸗ 
full Frinto with all the other knights ranne on him at oue 
encounter. But hauing ſetled dimſelfe he came like a ras 
ucning Lion on the heard ef Deare, making them dearly 
bup the cowardize ol that incounter. Yet was the battsile 
verie doubt full, till on a ſodaine a goodly knight in pꝛeti⸗ 
ous armour came bp, and de maunded of the pꝛiſonets in 
the Chariot the canſe of the battel, the cho&fe of them ſaid, 
Lhe Giant with the dzeadfull mace (Wir knight) ſcketh 
our libertie: fozcomming to viſit the E&mperoꝛ of Gzeece, 
the Knightes that fight and their companions , vaiulily 
ſeazed on vs. Aer moze reaſoningthe night in rich 
Ak 
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armour ran to the pꝛoud Frinto, and at one ſtroke parted 
his helme and head. Brandafidell being wearied, was 
glad ok ſuch apd, and tolſling his heauy mace about, left but 
flac knights able to fit on hozſebacke; who truſting bet⸗ 
ter to flight than fighting , gaue the raines to their (wilt 
ſtædes, whom the Knight in the rich armoz ſo far follows 
ed, that he returned no moꝛe fo the Chariot. The Giant 
ſozrowed that hes could not know him: but comming to 
the Chariot, he vnbound the pꝛiſoners, wherein faire Flo- 
ralinda (that like amiable Pliœbe iſſued from the thoꝛn ie 
tloſlet of the wood) alliſted him. Being fr& they gaue the 
Lady and Giant many thankes: and being queſtioned of 
their eſtate, thus ſaid the cheefe of them. My name is Don 
Siluerio Pzince of Luſitania, this Lady my wife is Arehi- 
_ roſa Queene of Theſlaly,are come to viſit Roſicleer pzince 
of Greece:and fearslefſe of all trecherie in this Couatrp 
tame ſpozting from our Krights vnarmed as you ſe, and 
were ſodainely ſurpꝛiſed. O ye Gods ſaid Btandafidel, how 
happie am A fo deliner the innocent, being the frends of 
my deare frend Roſicleer. Mith this came 50, knights of 
Luſitania, and the Pzincefſe Archiroſa ſaid. J ſe bzaue Gi⸗ 
ant, we ſhall not ned what we moft wilhed, J mean pour 
warlike company to guid v3 vnto Conſtantinople, foz 
new aur own Knights like rain when cozne is ripe come 
to (mal purpoſe to accompany vs, Jam gladthey are come 
ſaid the Giant,fo2 I haue this pztncely Lady that J muſt 
guid thetheraneaning Florinda: who fill was maſked, 
becauſs ſhe would not be known, with great cnrteſte they 
all parted, wondꝛing at the Siants valoz,but moze at hys 
good diſpoſifion . Being all clre departed, the Opyant 
thanked Floralinda hiibly,foz (ſaid he) vour gracious fight 
gaue me this noble victo2p; where with ſhe tooke a pzect- 
dus ie well from her necke, ſaying. Knight refuſe not to 
weare this fauoz,fo2 your comfazt well deſernetha grea⸗ 
ter gift, The Giant pꝛoude thereofhumbled himſelfe vn- 
toher, beſteching her to mount her Palfcey ; foz * 
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God willing we will frce the pꝛiſoners in the Caffle that 
theſe falſe Knights haue taken, and there will we reſt ta 
night. The Pꝛinceſſe bad him do his pleaſure. So ſet⸗ 
ting fozward, they attained fight of the Caſtle a little be, 
foze Euening, andthe Giant (putting onthe Yelmet of 
Friſton) called to them within to open the gate, ſaying be 
was Friſton their Maſter, wearied with com bat, and had 
bꝛought a Ladie and a rich P2ize with him. To whome 
the night that opened the gate ſaid: Molcome my loꝛd, 
here haue we alſo a knight in rich armour, who lew flue 
of your knights witzin fight of the Caſtlo, and him haue 
we trained in, and ſhut into pour chamber. Uſe curteonſ- 
ly this Ladie ſaid the Giant, and ſoine of pou bzing p Rep, 
that J mape chaſtiſe him with death, be foꝛe J put off my 
armour, This was no ſoner commaunded, but it was 
done, and Brandafi del perteiued it was the night that aſs 
fiſted him in the battell, pet faining his intent, bee ſapd: 
P23wd knight, that haſt entred my Caſtle without my 
licenſe, come take thy weapons and deſcend into y court, 
that J may puniſh thee foz murdzing my ſeruants. Thon 
ſpeakeſt ſomething like a Knight ſatdthe Pꝛiſoner, but 
hope to puniſh the, foꝛ maintaining ſuch falſe cowards as 
the ſe are. So thep deſcended together, andlas thep were 
goingdowiethe ſtaires, Brandafidel with his mace bꝛap⸗ 
ned two nights that attended them, and turning fo the 
night that went with him, he ſaid: Aſſt me fir knight, 
as vou did to day aſſiſt me in the battell at the chariot, and 
vou ſhall ſe we wil not leaue aliue one of theſe e uill peo⸗ 
ple: thereksze J pꝛap pou goe vnto the gate, that none cl 
cape pon. The Knight percetuing who tit was, iopfullpe 
twke pole ſũion ot the gate, while Brandafidel like a hun 
grie Molke raged vp and downe the Caſtle, and ſo chaſed 
them, that fearfail to be all flaine, thep ran vnto b gate, 
thinking to get fozth : but there death like wiſe encoun⸗ 
tred them, fitting umperiouflp on p knights ſwoꝛd in the 
rich armour, whom they had trecheroullp impeiſoned. ,

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In bziefe, they flew all that could reſiſt, onely a few ſer⸗ 
uants they laued, who ſeemed iopfull to be deliuered from 
their tyꝛant maſters. Then went they both to Floralinda, 
and vefoze her the Giant ſaid: Knight, be pet ſo kinde vn⸗ 
to vs aſter all your paſſed kindneſſcs, as to tell Brandafi- 
del (the vowed Frend to pꝛince Roſicleer, Meridian, Ori- 
des, and all the Gzeeke pꝛinces Frends) who thou art? X 
am ( ſaid the night) Sarmacia Daughter to the Ring cf 
Lyra, who come in queſt of that Oriſtides you named vn⸗ 
to me, who with Roſicle cr and Meridian J left departing 
towards Greece out of my Fathers kingdome: and with 
this ſhee diſcouered her beautcous face, excelling Miner- 
uas in her greateſt bzaue rie. Floralinda admiring her ex⸗ 
tellence, gaue infinite commendations of the Tropan 
Oriſtides. 

O iealozie, how deſperate are thy effects, how full of 
diueliſh diſtruſt? No ſwner did Sarmacia heare Floralin- 
da pꝛaiſe Oriſtides, but a glomie diſcontent ſhaddowed the 
fozmer beautie of her amiable countenance, and nepther 
anſwering no2 demaunding anie thing moze, ſhee called 


ing a fote could hinder her, che had left the Caſtle, and put 
ber ſelfe among the thickeft trees, who with the glyding 
ſnakes and dumbe wozmes became that night her ſecre⸗ 


aries, The Giant wondꝛed at her ſoda ne departure, but 


Floralinda gefſedat the cauſe, ſaying: Surelp the Lavye 
is amoꝛous, and iealous of my ſpeach about Oriſtides. At 
laſt (with ſome greefe paſſing her ſodaine departing from 
them) they toke their repoſe, and in the mozning ſent the 
puſoners tothe Emperour of Greece, charging them ta 
offer themſelues to be diſpoſed of at his pleaſure, £4 to tell 
him how the pzowd Bꝛethꝛen were ſuppꝛeſt: which they 
did, and the Emperour reioyced at the newes, ſozhe was 
peparing himſeife to come againſt them, And he could 


not but meruaile what one alone it was that had perfour- 


med ſo much.

Garamancia, and Armenia. The king tif Gaamancia was 
all in Lyon coloured armeur, and on his ſhield a knight 


mouing a Globe, with this poſe! I feare not ſtrenꝑth bit 


Fortune. The other two kings were marmourfull ef 
pearced hearts and on their ſhielus the ſame denice with 
this polie. Forget fulnes of loue is cauſe of death. ' Whey 
hadfoliowing them ten thouſand knights and ſome Gy, 
ants; among r hom ovr ſtue pꝛinces put themſelues. Th 
entred on the other ſide the knigh's Ccurtiers beeing fg 

wagnficent,that it ſhe wed manife ſtly the great maieſtie 
of their Pꝛince. Aſtertbẽ followed the Soldan of Egipt, all 
his furnifure being red ſet withia nummer of pꝛecious 
Kancs:: his deniſe was a I ad appatrelled in the colour ot 
bis armour, and a knight holding her by dhe hand hauing 
at his fete Loue and Foꝛtune with this Paſte, Com- 
maundinꝑ theſe, this is mine one. His ephewes were 
armed in luer coloured armour, Loue ſmüing breing 
painted in their ſhie lda. Then tame the Soldam of Ni- 
quea , and after him diuine L iriana, wifh her Coſius and 
the Peince fe of Celan dia, with ſuch «admirable beautie 
and exteltent found cf inſtruments, as if they kad bcene 


$ngels, andthe place tceleſti all. But the Soldan of Ni- 


quea; the Ladies andether aged P. Ances vnfit ſoz fegut 
were ns ſaner placed, but the deat full trumpets ſounded 
tzeentounter. Againſt the Soldanof Egi pt end his He⸗ 
phe ins, ran the kings of G ramaatia, Media and Artdenii 
andat the #1 euceunter tumbled their pude badit vn 

the earth: which lo enraged the Soldan „that he ©cfied 
them to moztall battel: where 30 fierce Giants ruſhed in 
en his part, and ouerthꝛew manyofthe knights ſkrangets 
putting the king of Garamantia in great diſtreſſe being 


vahozſed: then ſtepped Rofubcl viito e 
S8 m 
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from his hoſeperfogre mounted him thereon , which the 
king and all his knights tooke very gentlp, but t ſpꝰtisiłx 
when they la we his manner of meunting, Roſabel went 
ta a huge Giant and pulled him tothe earth, mounting in 
hir ſaddis, and dooing ſuch wonders that en him and hes 
lello wes, ( who by this time at hee encounters had dutr⸗ 
thzowentw2tuc Giants) all the beholders eyes were ſix⸗ 
ed. The Soldan of Egipt grew ſe impatient, that negiet⸗ 
ing the duet y of armes, hes turned the ioyfull Turneyes 
to a battaile moſt dangerous: and calling fo; a huge and 
ightie Giant named Pen iſlrolthatentred like a mighty 
Pine, hauing alſo in his hand, a ſpeare bigger than an 
Argodes maine maſt, euerthꝛe we an infinite number or 
the knights ſtraugerz. Wut Roſabel'beholding Liriana 
put himſe ile befoe this furie, and as he had been awarrt- 
er ſent from the olouds pearted che boſome or this defoꝛm⸗ 
ed Penaſtrol;that he fel vpon the ground, couering a great 
part thereof with his vnpzopoztionable hugencfſe.

reaſonable, andglimmering twilight readie to dzaw the 
obſcure curtaines of night whereby their purpoſe might

be ſhadowed, he with the yongelt of the Celandian Pan- 

tes (his forme and Oriſtoldo following them) meunted in 
to the gallerie, and ſeazeden the Pʒzinceſſes, who ſound, 
iag-thzouch feare, had no vſe of ſgeach to call fozreſcue, 
no2if they bed crit d could they haue bien heard, the noyſt 
and tumult was ſe great: fo the Ladies that waited on 
them ſent out ill cryes able to haue picrced the clowds, 
but the heauie groanes of dying men, e deadly bzayings 
of wounded hoꝛſes, ſo filled the place, that botlefſ? were 
all their lamentations, Foꝛ nom Roſabel was mounted 
and Liriana he foze him, the two: Bꝛetheren had her two 
Ainſwomen, and Liſarte their Hiſter. Befoze them rid. 
Oriſtoldo and Floriſarte, filling the ia wes of death wyth 
beapes of dying men, that fondly ſaughf to hinder they; 
ſwift eſcape, F092 Marcello hadcommanded the chayncs 
that ſerued fo2 pales to the place of Toꝛnaꝝ to bee taken 
downe, that ali the Cittie being armed, might enter and 
incloſe the Knights rangers, to reuenge the death efthe 
Egyptian Solva:the gates ind@vit was follꝑ to cloſe,by 
cauſe a great wal was ouerthzowne;ts iopne the fieldad 
iopning ta the Pallace greens, that the Court foz £oznay 
might ve moge ſpacious: Thꝛough this place paſſed our 
fixe Pzinces,all men making meanes to gius them way, 
bat not one ſa mad to follow them. And quickly comminſ 
tothe place where they left their knights and pages: then 
they (et downe their amazed Ladies, whe began lamgv 
tably to complaint.

The Knights dad not cloſed their eyes, noꝛ the muſique 
fully cloſed in due ſtraines with the concluſion of the La- 
dies ſong,when ſodainly a ſierie chariot dꝛa wen by foure 
Criffons deſtended, and out ot the chat iet iſſued two fears 


full Centaures, chat ſnatching vnder either arme a Lady 
carriedaway tothe Chariot Liriana, her two Cofins, and 


the Pzinceffs of Celandia , With fach ſwiftnes that the 
Pzinces were not able to riſe ere the Chariot wasmouns 
led in the ayze.the Ladies making ſuch lame tation, as 
the ſenſelefle trees afſilted bythe whilbling of the winde 
ws among 
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among tbeir leanes, ſeemed to ſigh fo: their ſoꝛ row: Lirias 
na being heard ale wd ta cry. Oh Roſabel, uhꝝ am Jtaken 
from ther, when in ther was all my ioy? And with this the 
chariot and Ladies were light. Otragicke Siſter, 
that bentifielt thy wzitings with grie fe / diſcour ſing lines, 
a littie lend me thy all. able help, that in concludiag this 
boke J may ſtraine teares ſcom the pittping eyes of the 
Readers when they ſhal tonteine the ſozrow that the pꝛin⸗ 
ces concetued af this ſadaine accident. All of them ſo gect⸗ 
ucd,as the dull earth dꝛunke with their teares, ſent fœzth 
krom her pie rced boſame ſalt and bzackiſh ſpzings;thak pet 
remaine in the fozrefts of .Niquza as endleſſe teſtimonies 
of that ſad midnights miſaduenture:the chaſt Mone ciou/ 
ded her bzight countenance, and wet Venus in her ſpheare 
lokt moze diſcoloured, than when the ſon of Mirtha was 
murdꝛed by a ſanage Boare, and the Daꝝ - Starre refuſed 
to lead backe the hoaſt of heauen, to giue way to the next 
dates mozning: buf mourned in the ſaies euen as when 
Ceyx his ſonne was dzenched in the Seas.

The faire 
Sarmacia ful of icalous paſſion we left in 8ᷣ foꝛreſts of Gre - 
cia, and not farre effBrandatidel and Floralinda in the Ca- 
ſtle they had gotten from Friſton:the inchanter Gelaſio in⸗ 
puſoned by Lyrgandeo: Liriana, her Couſins, and the Ces 
landian pzincefſe boꝛne away in the Chariot. Bow Ro · 
abel and his frends parted, you heard befoze: oncly wee 
haue not been copious enough in cxp2eſſing Roſelias ſogs 

row foz the Datians abſence, whom ſhe laſt ſaw paſ⸗ 

ſing by Liſartes ſhip in his inchanted boat : where 
alſo wee laſt left hum. And heere will wee 
 leaneoff, intending with him to 
begin eur next Boke.
